The  Fort  Wayne  Redevelopment  Commission  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana, 
met  in  a Special  Meeting  in  the  Conference  Room  of  the  Mayor's  Office  on  the 
9th  Floor  of  the  City-County  Building,  One  Main  Street,  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana, 
at  4:30  P.  M.  on  July  2,  1973,  the  hour,  place,  and  date  duly  established  for 
the  holding  of  such  meeting. 

The  President  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  5:08  P.M.  and  declared  a quorum 
present. 

Mr.  Eckrich  opened  the  meeting  by  explaining  that  the  general  purpose  of  the 
Special  Meeting  was  to  discuss  and  review  the  status  of  the  Neighborhood 
Development  Program,  East  Central  PAC,  and  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan. 

Mr.  Caruso  briefly  gave  the  background  of  events  from  the  past  three  (3)  weeks. 

He  stated  that  negotiations  have  been  taking  place  with  PAC  members.  Concerned 
Citizens  Group,  the  Mayor's  Office  and  various  people  in  the  area  to  work  out  an 
equitable  solution  to  PAC  reorganization.  Mr.  Caruso  further  stated  that  HUD  had 
sent  a letter  to  the  Commission  outlining  specifically  what  they  would  recommend 
with  regard  to  the  PAC  situation  in  both  the  East  and  West  Central  Areas.  Mr. 
Caruso  said  that  HUD  recommended  reorganization  of  the  East  Central  PAC,  and 
that  HUD  was  agreeable  to  whatever  method  was  chosen  to  resolve  the  problem. 

Mr.  Caruso  stated  that  the  West  Central  Plan  would  not  be  affected  by  what 
happens  in  the  East,  and  that  funds  committed  to  both  the  East  and  West  would  not 
be  affected.  Mr.  Caruso  said  that  as  of  June  27th  he  had  received  verbal 
notification  from  HUD  that  a letter  was  coming  outlining  complete  rejection  of  the 
East  Central  Plan  and  changes  in  the  West  Central  Plan  along  with  recommendations 
On  June  28th,  Mr.  Caruso  received  a letter  from  HUD  stating  that  the  East 
Central  Plan  was  rejected  and  that  the  West  Central  Plan  had  been  approved

except  for  the  Wesley  House.  Mr.  Caruso  then  presented  to  the  Commissioners 
the  three  (3)  recommendations  that  HUD  had  made  with  respect  to  the  West 
Central  Plan.  He  advised  that  the  Redevelopment  Commission  at  this  time 
was  not  prepared  to  make  any  suggestions  on  the  three  (3)  areas  outlined.  Mr. 
Caruso  informed  the  Commissioners  that  he  is  planning  to  talk  to  the  West  Central 
PAC  this  evening  to  make  them  aware  of  the  HUD  letter  and  how  the  West  Central 
Area  is  affected.  The  three  (3)  recommendations  made  by  HUD  were:  (1)  Block 
43  (Broadway),  (2)  Block  39  (which  is  earmarked  for  only  residential  use),  and 
(3)  Area  adjacent  to  the  Post  Office  (objection  to  area  becoming  a park).  Area 
No.  4,  which  is  a park  area,  has  no  objections  by  HUD.  HUD  further  suggested 
in  a letter  of  June  28th  to  the  Redevelopment  Commission  that  the  budget  be 
revised  incorporating  any  modifications  in  the  West  and  revised  with  new  site 
selection  in  the  East  Central  Area.  Mr.  Caruso  replied  that  since  the  Wesle}' 
House  had  been  rejected,  the  proposed  budget  would  have  to  be  reworked.  He 
explained  to  the  Commissioners,  however,  that  the  $1,  000,  000  would  still 
remain  intact  until  the  East  Central  problems  are  resolved.  Mr.  Caruso 
suggested  the  following  recommendations  to  the  Commissioners  regarding  the 
entire  NDP  Program: 

First,  the  East  Central  PAC  should  be  reorganized  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Redevelopment  Commission  with  procedures,  methods  and  policies  established 
by  the  Commission  and  submitted  to  HUD  for  approval  as  soon  as  possible. 

In  the  interim,  the  existing  PAC  should  be  dissolved  immediately  to  prevent 
further  delay  or  a possible  ultimate  loss  of  the  money  if  the  problem  is  not 
resolved. 

Elections  for  a new  PAC  membership  would  be  held  in  accordance  with  proposed 
By-Laws  prepared  by  the  Redevelopment  Commission  and  approved  by  HUD.  The 
PAC  members  will  be  selected  by  division  of  the  area  into  six  (6)  geographical 
zones  with  selection  of  three  (3)  representatives  from  each  zone  and  three  (3) 
representatives  at  large.  The  new  PAC  will  select  a new  NDP  site  area  with 
technical  assistance  from  the  Commission. 

Second,  it  is  recommended  that  the  Commissioners  authorize  the  Executive 
Director  to  begin  with  execution  of  the  West  Central  Area  plan  once  the 
HUD  recommendations  outlined  in  the  June  27,  1973  letter  have  been  reviewed 
by  the  Commission  and  the  PAC  and  the  revisions  re-submitted  to  HUD  for 
approval. 

Finally,  the  $1,  000,  000  should  be  split  up--$500,  000  for  the  West  and  $500,  000 
for  the  East  and  held  until  a new  site  has  been  selected  for  the  East  Central 
Area.  Mr.  Caruso  stressed,  however,  that  the  West  Central  Plan  should  not 
be  held  up.  He  said  that  reorganization  can  be  carried  out  in  a minimum  amount 
of  time  assuming  we  get  the  cooperation  we  need  in  the  East. 

Mr.  Jackson  Lehman  supported  Mr.  Caruso's  statements  and  said  that  many  of 
the  areas  in  the  East  need  treatment. 

Mr.  David  B.  Keller  stated  that  no  motion  was  necessary  regarding  the  previous 
recommendations  made,  however,  it  would  be  beneficial  if  a motion  was  placed 
on  record. 

Mrs.  Hana  Stith  moved  that  Mr.  Caruso's  recommendations  as  to  how  to  proceed 
with  the  East  and  West  Central  Program  be  accepted,  and  Mr.  Lehman  seconded 
the  motion.  Upon  roll  call,  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 

Mr.  Caruso  then  spoke  to  the  Commissioners  with  respect  to  the  news 
conference  held  this  morning  by  Mr.  John  Nuckols  and  Mr.  Joseph  Ridley 
regarding  the  East  Central  PAC.  He  requested  that  the  Commission  approve 
the  calling  of  a press  conference  in  order  to  clarify  the  situation. 
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Mrs.  Stith  moved  that  a press  release  be  given  by  Mr.  Caruso  to  clarify  the 
news  release  by  the  East  Central  PAC  on  July  2,  1973.  Mr.  Lehman  seconded  the 
motion,  and  upon  roll  call,  the  motion  was  unanimously  carried. 

ADJOURNMENT 


There  being  no  further  business  to  come  before  the  Commission,  Mr.  Lehman 
moved  for  adjournment.  The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mrs.  Stith,  and  the 
meeting  was  adjourned  at  5:30  P.  M.

The  Fort  Wayne  Redevelopment  Commission  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne, 
Indiana,  met  in  a regularly  scheduled  meeting  in  the  Mayor's 
Conference  Room  on  the  Ninth  Floor  of  the  City-County  Building 
located  at  One  Main  Street,  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana  at  7:30  P.M.  on 
June  11,  1973,  the  hour,  place,  and  date  duly  established  for  the 
holding  of  such  meeting. 

The  Vice  President  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  7:30  P.M. 


APPROVAL  OF  MINUTES 


There  being  no  additions  or  corrections  to  the  minutes  of  the 
Regular  Meeting  of  May  14,  1973  and  the  Special  Meeting  of 
May  23,  1973,  Mr.  Henry  Rood  moved  that  the  minutes  be  approved, 
and  Mrs.  Hana  Stith  seconded  the  motion.  Upon  roll  call,  the 
motion  carried. 


VOUCHERS 


There  were  no  vouchers  to  be  approved  for  June,  1973. 


OLD  BUSINESS 

DISCUSS  AND  REVIEW  STATUS  OF  CCCIC 

Mr.  Caruso  provided  the  Commissioners  copies  of  a letter  he  had 
received  from  Mr.  Phil  Burt,  Attorney  for  CCCIC.  He  related 
that  according  to  Mr.  Burt's  letter,  CCCIC  had  lost  the  backing 
of  their  local  sponsor,  and  they  are  not  in  a position  at  this 
time  to  complete  the  finances.  He  noted,  however,  that  they 
would  continue  their  efforts  to  secure  the  necessary  financing. 
Mr.  Caruso  further  stated  that  the  situation  with  CCCIC  is  such 
that  the  Commission  has  always  had  the  option  to  seek  another 
developer,  and  no  formal  action  was  required  at  this  time. 


DISCUSS  AND  REVIEW  STATUS  OF  NEIGHBORHOOD  DEVELOPMENT  PROGRAM  AND 
HARMAR  STREET 


Mr.  Caruso  explained  to  the  Commissioners  that  letters  have  been 
sent  to  the  fourteen  (14)  property  owners  in  the  Harmar  Street 
Project  requesting  that  they  come  in  to  the  office  for 
negotiations  on  the  acquisition  of  their  property.  To  date, 

Mr.  Caruso  said,  we  have  talked  with  approximately  65%  - 70% 
of  the  property  owners.  He  further  stated  that  the  Minimum 
Housing  Department  has  been  handling  relocation  for  the 
property  owners  in  the  Harmar  Street  Project  area.  Mr.  Caruso 
expressed  the  feeling  that  negotiations  had  been  going  very 
well,  and  he  did  not  anticipate  any  real  problems.  Mr.  Caruso 
was  hopeful  that  negotiations  could  conclude  within  the  next 
month  or  so  assuming  no  condemnations. 

Mr.  Caruso  stated  to  the  Commission  Members  that  in  the 
newspapers  recently  there  has  been  some  concern  by  the  citizens 
in  the  NDP  area  about  the  Neighborhood  Development  Program  and 
the  organization  of  the  PACs.  He  informed  the  Commissioners 
that  the  group  which  has  been  formed  is  called  "Concerned 
Citizens",  and  that  they  were  meeting  that  evening  to  discuss 
the  Plan  and  the  PAC  organization.  Mr.  Caruso  said  that  he 
and  Mr.  Keller  have  been  meeting  with  Mr.  Martz  of  Legal 
Services,  and  they  are  very  optimistic  that  the  majority  of 
problems  can  be  worked  out. 

Mrs.  Hana  Stith  questioned  the  steps  being  taken  to  reorganize 
the  PAC.  Mr.  Caruso  said  that  he  met  with  Hugh  Martz  that 
morning  and  discussed  the  various  ways  the  PAC  could  be 
reorganized.  Mr.  Caruso  was  optimistic  that  something  could 
be  worked  out. 

Mrs.  Hana  Stith  questioned  who  was  responsible  for  reorganizing 
the  PAC.  Mr.  Caruso  replied  that  the  PAC,  the  Commission,  and 
HUD  are  responsible  in  part.  However,  HUD  looks  to  the  Redevelopmen 
Commission.  The  Commission  acts  as  a mediator  for  both  sides. 

Mrs.  Stith  stated  that  she  was  very  concerned  about  the  PAC  being 
reorganized  and  that  the  necessary  action  should  be  taken  now 
to  avoid  any  deadlines  in  the  future.  Mr.  Caruso  responded 
that  the  PAC  has  plans  of  holding  a meeting  Thursday  of  this 
week.  He  related  that  extensive  negotiations  on  both  sides 
indicate  some  solution  can  be  worked  out.  Regarding  the  NDP 
Plan,  Mr.  Caruso  said,  it  was  still  pending  HUD  review  until 
the  PAC  situation  is  finalized.  Mr.  Caruso  emphasized  the  fact 
that  administratively  no  money  for  NDP  will  be  spent  until  the 
problem  is  corrected. 

Mr.  Henry  Rood  suggested  that  the  Commission  table  Resolution 
No.  73-27  and  Resolution  No.  73-28  until  the  PAC  situation 
is  resolved. 

Mr.  Caruso  explained  to  the  Commissioners  the  presence  of  10 
students  from  Mrs.  Celia  Fay's  class  who  are  studying  government 
and  will  be  attending  the  meetings  from  time  to  time.

CONNECTION  WITH  THE  HANNA - CRE I GHTON  URBAN  RENEWAL  PROJECT  (IND  R-51) 

Mr.  Caruso  stated  that  this  Resolution  is  connected  with  the 
previous  resolutions  on  the  minor  change  to  the  Hanna- Creighton 
Pro j ect . 

Mr.  Clifton  explained  that  the  alley  involved  was  thought  to 
have  been  vacated  previously  but  was  not.  Therefore,  in  order 
to  rectify  the  actions  taken  to  delete  property  from  the 
Hanna-Creighton  Project,  it  was  more  efficient  to  vacate  the 
alley  as  anticipated  than  to  reinstitute  the  necessary  steps 
to  amend  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan. 

Mr.  Rood  asked  if  the  McMillan  Foundation  owned  all  the  land  on 
either  side  of  the  alley.  Mr.  Caruso  replied  that  they  did. 

Mr.  Henry  Rood  moved  that  this  Resolution  be  adopted  and  Mrs. 

Hana  Stith  seconded  the  motion.  Upon  roll  call,  the  motion 
carried  unanimously. 

Resolution  No.  73-40  - RESOLUTION  APPROVING  AND  AUTHORIZING  THE 
PRESIDENT  TO  EXECUTE  AGREEMENTS  TO  PURCHASE  REAL  ESTATE  IN 
CONNECTION  WITH  HARMAR  STREET  PROJECT 

Mr.  Caruso  explained  that  in  the  course  of  acquiring  properties, 
this  Resolution  will  be  brought  before  the  Commission  for 
approval  repeatedly. 

Mr.  Jackson  Lehman  asked  if  it  would  be  necessary  to  take  formal 
action  on  each  property.  Mr.  Caruso  replied  that  it  would. 

Mr.  Henry  Rood  moved  that  this  Resolution  be  adopted,  and 
Mrs.  Hana  Stith  seconded  the  motion.  Upon  roll  call,  the 
motion  carried  unanimously. 

Mr.  Henry  Rood  suggested  to  the  Commission  that  an  expression 
of  sympathy  in  the  form  of  a resolution  should  be  sent  to  the 
family  of  Mr.  Dallas  Smith,  recently  deceased  member  of  the 
Redevelopment  Commission. 

Mr.  Jackson  Lehman  moved  that  the  suggestion  be  adopted,  and 
Mrs.  Hana  Stith  seconded  the  motion.  Upon  roll  call,  the  motion 
carried  unanimously.

The  Fort  Wayne  Redevelopment  Commission  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne, 
Indiana,  met  in  a Special  Meeting  in  the  Board  of  Works  Hearing 
Room  on  the  9th  Floor  of  the  City-County  Building,  One  Main  Street, 
Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  at  5:30  P.M.  on  May  23,  1973,  the  hour,  place, 
and  date  duly  established  for  the  holding  of  such  meeting. 

The  President  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  5:45  P.M.  and  explained 
that  the  general  purpose  of  this  Special  Meeting  was  to  consider 
and  approve  four  resolutions. 


Resolution  No.  73-24 

APPROVING  AND  PROVIDING  FOR  LOCAL  EXECUTION  OF  A PROPOSED  NEIGHBORHOOD 
DEVELOPMENT  PROGRAM  CONTRACT  CONSISTING  OF  A FUNDING  AGREEMENT  AND 
MASTER  AGREEMENT  AND  OTHER  DOCUMENTS  MADE  PART  OF  CONTRACT  BY 
REFERENCE  OR  ATTACHMENT  IN  CONNECTION  WITH  THE  NEIGHBORHOOD  DEVELOPMENT 
PROGRAM  (IND  A-14) 

Mr.  Eckrich  read  the  resolution  to  the  Commissioners. 

Mr.  Caruso  explained  that  the  Contract  is  for  the  NDP  Program  that  is 
to  be  executed  with  HUD  for  $1,000,000.  He  mentioned  that  two  copies 
of  the  approved  Contract  had  been  received  that  day  and  he  noted 
the  amount  approved  for  relocation. 

Mr.  Eckrich  questioned  whether  the  NDP  budget  and  plan  was  approved 
as  submitted.  Mr.  Caruso  assured  Mr.  Eckrich  that  the  budget  and 
plan  submitted  on  April  1,  1973  was  the  one  that  was  approved  by 
HUD.  He  added  that  the  same  budget  and  plan  had  been  approved  by 
the  PACs  and  City  Council. 

Mr.  Henry  Rood  moved  that  the  Resolution  be  approved.  Mrs.  Hana 
Stith  seconded  the  motion.  Upon  roll  call,  the  motion  passed 
unanimously . 


Resolution  No.  73-26 


APPROVING  PROGRAM  AND  PROVIDING  FOR  THE  EXECUTION  OF  A PROPOSED 
CONTRACT  FOR  A TEMPORARY  LOAN,  DEFINITIVE  LOAN,  AND  A CAPITAL 
GRANT  TO  AID  IN  FINANCING  NEIGHBORHOOD  DEVELOPMENT  PROGRAM  (IND  A-14) 

Mr.  Eckrich  read  the  resolution  to  the  Commissioners. 

Mr.  Caruso  explained  that  approval  of  this  resolution  allows  for 
the  preparation  of  necessary  documentation  to  be  submitted  in 
order  to  secure  financing  for  the  NDP  Program.  It  authorizes 
the  appropriate  steps  to  be  taken  to  obtain  temporary  and  interim 
financing  until  the  project  could  qualify  for  grant  payments. 

The  Commission  would  be  requesting  a short  term  loan  for  90  days 
to  carry  execution  activities  until  private  loans  can  be  obtained. 

Mr.  Henry  Rood  questioned  how  much  money  would  be  requested. 

Mr.  Caruso  replied  that  the  money  would  only  be  requested  as 
needed.  He  noted  that  the  Direct  Loan  is  a method  used  to  get 
projects  started  on  execution  activities  as  soon  as  possible. 

Mr.  Rood  asked  if  there  was  any  interest.  Mr.  Caruso  said  there 
was  about  5-1/4%  which  was  part  of  the  Contract. 

Mr.  Henry  Rood  moved  that  the  Resolution  be  approved.  Mr.  Lehman 
seconded  the  motion.  Upon  roll  call,  the  motion  passed  unanimously. 


Resolution  No.  73-37 

AUTHORIZING  THE  ISSUANCE  OF  PROJECT  LOAN  NOTES  IN  CONNECTION  WITH  THE 
NEIGHBORHOOD  DEVELOPMENT  PROGRAM  (IND  A-14) 

Mr.  Eckrich  read  the  resolution  to  the  Commissioners. 

Mr.  Caruso  explained  that  this  was  known  as  the  Basic  Note 
Resolution  and  approval  authorized  HUD  to  prepare  the  appropriate 
documentation  to  apply  in  the  private  market  for  a loan  in  the 
form  of  Project  Loan  Notes  for  the  Neighborhood  Development  Program. 
In  addition,  Resolution  No.  73-38  supplements  Resolution  No.  73-37 
by  authorizing  members  of  the  Commission  to  apply  in  the  private 
market  for  temporary  loan  or  loans  in  the  form  of  Project  Loan  Notes 
for  any  project  undertaken  and  approved  by  HUD. 

Mr.  Henry  Rood  stated  that  HUD  will  probably  have  to  issue  notes  at 
7%  or  better  and  absorb  the  difference  in  interest. 

Mr.  Henry  Rood  moved  that  the  Resolution  be  adopted.  Mr.  Dallas 
Smith  seconded  the  motion.  Upon  roll  call,  the  motion  passed 
unanimously . 


Resolution  No.  73-58 

AUTHORIZING  THE  SALE,  ISSUANCE  AND  DELIVERY  OF  PROJECT  NOTES  AND  THE 
EXECUTION  OF  REQUISITION  AGREEMENTS

Resolution  No.  73-12 

RESOLUTION  AUTHORIZING  USE  OF  A PROCLAIMER  FOR  MINOR  PLAN 
CHANGE  IN  HANNA -CREIGHTON  PROJECT  (IND  R-51) 

Mr.  Lehman  presented  the  resolution  to  the  Commission.  Mr. 

John  Clifton  explained  that  the  Proclaimer  will  be  executed 
and  sent  to  HUD,  indicating  the  change  deleting  the  southern 
portion  of  Acquisition  Parcels  23-13  and  23-14.  The 
Proclaimer  shows  that  there  is  a close-out  date  of  May  22nd. 

The  problem  is  that  the  necessary  steps  will  not  have  been 
taken  by  May  22nd.  Mr.  Clifton  further  stated  that  a 
proposed  ordinance  is  to  be  executed  by  the  City  Council  and 
has  been  given  to  Mr.  Caruso  and  that  a public  hearing  will 
be  held.  The  Proclaimer  is  written  as  if  these  steps  will 
be  taken. 

Mr.  Dallas  Smith  questioned  Item  A and  whether  the  Plan 
Commission  had  taken  action  on  this  matter.  Mr.  Caruso 
answered  that  they  would  take  action  tonight  at  their  meeting. 

Mr.  Lehman  questioned  whether  it  was  appropriate  to  take  action 
at  this  time,  since  the  necessary  steps  have  not  been  taken. 

Mr.  Caruso  explained  that  the  proclaimer  had  to  be  to  HUD  by 
May  22,  1973.  Mr.  Caruso  further  stated  that  he  is  attempting 
to  get  a meeting  with  the  City  Council  within  the  next  week 
or  so,  and  possibly  send  it  up  to  HUD  prior  to  the  22nd  date. 

Mr.  Dallas  Smith  was  leery  as  to  acting  upon  something  before  it 
was  actually  done  and  wondered  if  the  Commission  would  get 
into  a legal  bind.  Mr.  Clifton  stated  that  we  are  only  acting 
upon  this  for  Mr.  Caruso  and  that  it  just  serves  as  a guarantee 
that  the  actions  indicated  will  be  done  and  the  matter  will  be 
finalized. 

After  being  no  further  discussion,  Mr.  Henry  Rood  moved  that  the 
resolution  be  adopted  and  Mrs.  Hana  Stith  seconded  the  motion. 
Upon  roll  call,  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 


Resolution  No.  73-33 

RESOLUTION  APPROVING  ACQUISITION  PRICES  FOR  FOURTEEN  (14)  PARCELS 
IN  HARMAR  STREET  PROJECT 

Mr.  Lehman  presented  the  resolution  to  the  Commissioners. 

Mr.  Henry  Rood  moved  that  the  resolution  be  adopted  as  is  and 
Mr.  Dallas  Smith  seconded  the  motion.  Upon  roll  call,  the 
motion  carried  unanimously. 


Mr.  Rood  and  Mr.  Smith  questioned  as  to  the  figures  for  the 
parcels.  Mr.  Caruso  stated  that  the  figures  were  in  the 
Redevelopment  Commission's  file. 

Mrs.  Hana  Stith  questioned  what  the  alternatives  were  if  the 
Commission  could  not  negotiate  at  the  approved  price.  Mr. 

Caruso  explained  that  he  is  restricted  by  State  Statute  to 
give  the  average  of  two  appraisals.  He  could  hire  a third 
independent  appraisal  if  Commission  approves  or  could  negotiate 
at  a higher  price  if  the  Commission  approves  any  recommendations 
made.  Before  condemnation  can  be  instituted,  it  must  be 
approved  by  the  Commission.  Mrs.  Hana  Stith  stated  that  she 
was  not  satisfied  with  the  prices  placed  on  several  of  the  homes. 

Mr.  Henry  Rood  stated  that  the  Commission  gives  the  Executive 
Director  authorization  to  negotiate  at  certain  prices,  then 
it  can  approve  new  prices  with  recommendations  later. 


DISCUSSION  AND  REVIEW  OF  STATUS  OF  CCCIC 

Mr.  Fred  Adams  stated  that  last  week  CCCIC  had  received  the 
Market  Survey  for  the  site  as  pertains  to  a supermarket;  copies 
of  which  were  sent  to  the  Commissioners.  He  stated  that  a 
mass  meeting  was  held  with  Gillombardo  Bros.  Inc.  and  three 
from  CCCIC.  He  said  that  it  was  discussed  in  detail  and 
seemed  very  promising.  They  will  be  getting  together  next 
week  to  discuss  the  figures  and  data  preparatory  to  signing 
the  lease.  Mr.  Adams  also  said  that  some  more  network  data 
from  Gillombardo  Bros.  Inc.  was  expected.  Approval  of  the 
interim  financing  should  be  received  within  the  month  if 
everything  goes  according  to  plan. 

Mr.  Adams  stated  that  they  haven't  received  the  figures  from 
the  architect  and  developer  from  Cleveland  as  yet.  As  soon 
as  the  data  is  received,  there  will  be  a clearer  picture  of 
the  situation. 

Mr.  Adams  said  that  Gillombardo  Bros.  Inc.  are  very  interested, 
and  that  they  weren't  worried  about  qualification  financing. 

Mr.  Richard  Ridley  said  that  there  were  a few  stipulations  that 
Gillombardo  Bros.  Inc.  have  asked  for,  but  there  seemed  to  be  no 
problems  in  meeting  these  requests. 

Mr.  Rood  stated  that  he  thought  CCCIC  had  indicated  that  Food 
Marketing  would  guarantee  the  lease.  Mr.  Adams  said  that  the 
only  reason  that  they  would  have  to  have  Food  Marketing  or 
Super  Value  guarantee  their  lease  was  if  they  were  not  strong 
enough  financially  according  to  their  statement  in  the  meeting. 

No  formal  action  was  required  by  the  Commission. 


DISCUSSION  AND  STATUS  OF  NEIGHBORHOOD  DEVELOPMENT  PROGRAM 

Mr.  Caruso  explained  that  the  Commission  is  currently  at  a 
stage  in  the  approval  process  where  HUD  approval  is  anticipated 
within  the  next  ten  days  to  two  week  period.  The  latest 
information  received  indicates  that  every  effort  is  being  made 
to  finalize  the  NDP  Program  approval.  Accompanying  the  approval 
will  be  a contract  for  the  Program  which  the  Commission  and 
HUD  will  execute  to  insure  the  $1,000,000  from  a legal  standpoint. 
All  materials  have  been  sent  to  HUD,  Mr.  Caruso  stated,  for 
review.  With  regard  to  the  newspaper  articles  pertaining  to 
reorganization  of  the  Project  Area  Committee  in  the  East  Area, 


Mr.  Caruso  said  that  the  PAC  will  be  holding  a meeting  shortly 
to  review  their  current  status  and  decide  what  they  would  like 
to  do  about  reorganization. 

Mr.  Dallas  Smith  questioned  whether  the  entire  community  was 
involved  in  the  reorganization  or  just  the  PAC.  Mr.  Caruso 
stated  that  as  he  understands  it,  the  Project  Area  Committee 
(PAC)  will  be  calling  a meeting  for  anyone  who  wishes  to  attend 
and  at  that  time  they  will  decide  in  what  direction  they  will 
head  within  the  next  week  or  two. 


Mrs.  Hana  Stith  questioned  if  the  PAC  was  limited  to  a certain 
amount  of  people.

Marjorie  Raschke  explained  to  the  Commissioners  the  reason  that 
the  Redevelopment  Commission  wants  to  purchase  a new  automobile. 
She  described  the  condition  of  the  present  car.  Mrs.  Raschke 
further  stated  that  financially  it  would  be  much  better  in  the 
long  run  to  purchase  another  car  than  to  rent.  She  stated  that 
she  had  contacted  Dr.  Boswell  and  that  there  are  no  city  cars 
available.  She  had  contacted  Poinsatte  Motors,  Jim  Kelly  Buick, 
Hertz  Rent-A-Car,  and  Avis  Rent-A-Car  and  was  given  $132.00, 
$135.00,  or  $137.00  a month  as  rental  charges.  The  car  that 
the  Commission  has  at  present  was  bought  new  in  1966.  It  has 
approximately  38,000  miles  on  it. 

Mr.  Rood  questioned  the  prices  that  were  received  and  if  they 
included  a trade-in.

Mr.  Eckrich  presented  the  Resolution  to  the  Commissioners. 

Mr.  Dallas  Smith  moved  that  the  Resolution  be  adopted  as  read.  Mr. 

Henry  Rood  seconded  the  motion.  Upon  roll  call,  the  motion  passed 
unanimously. 

APPROVAL  AND  CONSIDERATION  OF  RESOLUTION  NO.  73-31 


RESOLUTION  OF  THE  CITY  OF  FORT  WAYNE,  DEPARTMENT  OF  REDEVELOPMENT, 
APPROVES  AND  DIRECTS  THE  EXECUTION  OF  AN  AMENDMENT  NO.  4 TO  THE  LOAN 
AND  GRANT  CONTRACT  (IND  R-51  L-G)  WITH  THE  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA 
IN  CONNECTION  WITH  THE  HANNA-CREIGHTON  RENEWAL  PROJECT  (IND  R-51) 

Mr.  Caruso  explained  that  this  Resolution  was  necessary  in  order  to 
close  out  the  Hanna-Creighton  Project  and  to  get  all  auditing  and 
accounting  in  proper  form,  HUD  has  suggested  that  an  amendment  be  made 
revising  sections  of  the  original  contract  for  Loan  and  Grant. 
Specifically,  Section  A as  indicated  in  the  Resolution  represents  a 
transfer  of  $46,000  from  the  Relocation  Account  to  the  Capital  Account. 

Mr.  Eckrich  wondered  why  there  was  a difference.  Mr.  Caruso  explained 
that  the  transfer  makes  possible  an  accounting  and  bookkeeping  procedure 
needed  in  order  to  close  out  the  Hanna-Creighton  Project.  The  difference 
of  $46,000  represents  monies  needed  in  the  Capital  Account  that  were 
available  from  the  Relocation  Account. 


Mr.  Eckrich  questioned  whether  the  books  have  been  audited.  Mr.  Caruso 
answered  that  they  had  already  been  audited  and  that  was  the  reason  for 
the  transfer  and  the  Resolution. 

Mr.  Henry  Rood  moved  that  the  Resolution  be  adopted.  Mr.  Dallas  Smith 
seconded  the  motion.  Upon  roll  call,  the  motion  was  passed  unanimously. 


APPROVAL  AND  CONSIDERATION  OF  RESOLUTION  NO.  73-32 

RESOLUTION  AUTHORIZING  EXECUTION  AND  DELIVERY  OF  CONVEYANCE 

Mr.  John  M.  Clifton,  Jr.,  Attorney,  explained  the  Resolution  to  the 
Commission.  He  stated  that  Dutton-Pierce  had  a contract  on  Disposition 
Parcels  1 through  5 of  the  Hanna-Creighton  Project.  They  took  down 
portions  of  Parcels  1 and  2 for  improvements.  He  further  stated  that  they 
have  contacted  their  representatives,  and  they  are  going  to  take  down 
the  rest  of  the  portions.  This  Resolution  is  needed  in  order  to  execute 
the  deed. 

Mr.  Rood  questioned  if  this  was  part  of  the  railroad  track.  Mr.  Clifton 
responded  that  it  was. 

Mr.  Lehman  moved  that  the  Resolution  be  adopted.  Mr.  Dallas  Smith 
seconded  the  motion.  Upon  roll  call,  the  motion  was  passed  unanimously. 


STATUS  AND  REVIEW  OF  CCCIC 


Mr.  Caruso  referred  to  Mr.  Phil  Burt's  letter  of  April  16th  and  stated 
that  his  letter  summarizes  the  status  of  CCCIC  as  of  that  date. 

Mr.  Burt,  Attorney  for  CCCIC,  remarked  that  they  have  received  the  market 
ability  study  and  that  this  study  is  presently  being  reviewed.  He  informed 
the  Commission  that  a meeting  is  scheduled  for  Friday,  May  24th,  at 
10:00  A.M.  at  Food  Marketing  Corporation.  All  principal  people  and  others 
involved  in  the  shopping  center  negotiations  will  be  in  attendance. 

Mr.  Burt  said  that  it  is  his  sincere  hope  that  late  Friday  afternoon,  they 
will  come  out  with  a sellable  item.  Mr.  Burt  further  went  on  to  say 
that  the  architectural  side  of  this  Program  is  approximately  95%  finished. 

A question  was  raised  as  to  whether  a deposit  had  been  placed  on  the  land 
and  if  it  would  be  kept  even  if  the  sale  was  not  finalized.  Mr.  Caruso 
stated  that  if  development  is  not  followed  through,  it  would  be  the 
decision  of  the  Commission  whether  the  deposit  is  to  be  refunded,  but 
it  would  most  likely  be  kept  since  the  deposit  had  already  been  audited 
as  part  of  the  Hanna-Creighton  Project. 

Mr.  Lehman  questioned  as  to  whether  prime  principals  would  be  able  to  come 
to  an  agreement.  Mr.  Burt  said  that  the  arrangement  they  are  trying  to 
make  Friday  is  to  have  the  prime  tenant  and  the  anchor  tenant  from  Ohio 
willing  to  do  business  with  Food  Marketing.  They  have  done  business 
with  them  in  the  past,  Mr.  Burt  said.  It  is  anticipated  that  an  agreement 
between  the  operator  of  the  supermarket  and  hopefully  Food  Marketing 
can  be  made  by  Friday  so  that  we  can  have  approval . 

Mr.  Eckrich  asked  if  there  were  any  other  questions  regarding  this  matter. 

Mr.  Burt  questioned  whether  the  agreement  to  purchase  subject  parcels  was 
still  valid  if  the  financing  was  arranged  by  the  end  of  the  week.  Mr. 
Caruso  assured  Mr.  Burt  that  they  would  still  be  considered  redevelopers. 

Mr.  Rood  questioned  if  the  shopping  center  would  be  a mall.  Mr.  Burt 
responded  that  it  was.  Mr.  Burt  added  that  the  mall  included  84,000 
sq.  ft.  of  shopping  center  with  space  for  23  separate  stores. 


APPROVAL  AND  CONSIDERATION  OF  RESOLUTION  NO.  73-25 


RESOLUTION  OF  FORT  WAYNE  REDEVELOPMENT  COMMISSION,  GOVERNING  BODY 
OF  CITY  OF  FORT  WAYNE,  DEPARTMENT  OF  REDEVELOPMENT,  APPROVING 
ACQUISITION  PRICES  FOR  FOURTEEN  (14)  PARCELS  IN  HARMAR  STREET  PROJECT 

Miss  Jane  Sholz  of  the  Journal-Gazette  questioned  whether  action 
could  be  taken  in  Executive  Session  with  regard  to  Resolution  No. 

73-25  and  if,  in  fact,  the  information  contained  within  the  Resolution 
was  not  for  public  disclosure. 

Mr.  Caruso  requested  that  the  prices  indicated  in  the  Resolution 
not  be  made  available  to  the  public  prior  to  negotiating  with  the 
property  owner.  Mr.  David  Keller,  Attorney,  advised  that  according 
to  State  Statute,  the  acquisition  prices  and  appraisals  were  solely 
for  the  information  of  the  Commissioners  and  shall  not  be  open  for 
public  inspection.  He  suggested  to  eliminate  any  problems  that  the 
Resolution  be  rephrased  to  reflect  the  acquisition  price  as  an  average 
of  the  two  independent  appraisals  for  each  parcel. 

Mr.  Rood  amended  Resolution  No.  73-25  to  exclude  the  list  of  separate 
acquisition  prices  and  instead  to  approve  the  prices  for  the  fourteen 
(14)  Harmar  Street  parcels  as  derived  by  determining  the  mean  of  the 
independent  appraisals  conducted  for  each  parcel  individually. 

A motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  adopt  Resolution  No.  73-25  as  amended. 
Upon  roll  call,  the  motion  was  passed  unanimously. 

Mr.  Henry  Rood  moved  that  the  meeting  be  adjourned.  Mr.  Jackson 
Lehman  seconded  the  motion.  Upon  roll  call,  the  motion  was  passed 
unanimously. 

The  meeting  was  then  adjourned  at  5:40  P.M.

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Mr.  Eckrich:  Does  somebody  want  to  make  the  first  comment? 

Yes  maam? 

Mrs.  Henria  M.  McGee,  829  East  Wayne  Street:  I think  that  the  PAC  should  be 
within  the  group  and  no  minority  in  that  PAC.  Why  aren't  there  more  Federal 
funds  for  tearing  down  homes  like  hers.  Why  do  most  of  the  PAC  members  belong 
to  the  political  party  in  power. 

Mr.  Eckrich:  Alright,  thank  you  maam.  Does  somebody  else  care  to  make  a 
comment? 

Mr.  Andrew  T.  Kaminski,  1318  Jones  Street.  Is  the  area  as  approved  by  the 
PAC  in  the  West  Central  Area  going  through  as  approved. 

Mr.  Eckrich:  Yes,  the  areas  as  approved  are  those  that  the  PAC  recommended. 

Mr.  Kaminski:  Will  the  City  Barn  be  taken  down. 

Mr.  Caruso:  The  City  Barn  is  not  a part  of  the  NDP  Plan;  however,  whether  it 
will  be  at  a later  date  is  yet  to  be  determined. 

Mr.  Kaminski:  Will  the  City  be  taking  down  the  Barn? 

Mr.  Caruso:  I do  not  know  what  the  City  has  planned  in  the  future.  It  seems  to 
me  that  this  question  can  more  specifically  be  answered  by  Mr.  Kraus. 

Mr.  Kraus:  The  City  barn  is  an  eyesore  and  will  come  down  as  soon  as  possible. 

We  are  looking  for  an  alternate  site  for  storing  the  equipment,  but  as  far  as  the 
barn  itself,  it  would  be  a natural  thing  to  take  down  the  barn  and  the  area  will 
become  part  of  the  adjacent  park.  We  could  have  Bob  Arnold  of  the  Park  Board 
contact  you  to  let  you  know  the  alternate  or  present  plans,  but  sometimes  the  plans 
are  nessessarily  moved  very  slowly. 

Mr.  Kaminski:  I have  heard  a rumor  that  the  homes  further  beyond  the  barn  will 
also  be  torn  down.  Is  this  a fact? 

Mr.  Kraus:  There  are  no  plans  as  far  as  I know  to  tear  down  the  houses  on  the 
west  side  of  the  City  barn.  They  are  in  good  condition  and  as  far  as  I know  the  home 
will  not  be  torn  down  for  an  extension  of  the  park. 


Mr.  Eckrich:  Yes,  maam? 


I am  Ida  Fowlkes  of  938  East  Wayne  Street.  I am  opposed  to  the  site  that  was 

picked.  There  are  many  homes  in  that  neighborhood  and  that  particular  site 

that  are  up-to-date.  The  first  site  that  was  picked  in  the  neighborhood  was  a 

better  site.  More  of  the  homes  to  be  torn  down  on  the  second  site  are  in  better 

condition  and  there  are  more  of  them.  I would  like  to  see  the  money  spent  in 

the  neighborhood  but  it  should  go  in  homes  that  are  run  down  and  not  to  tear  down 

good  homes.  The  PAC  has  six  members  on  that  list  that  own  homes  in  that 

area.  We  have  one  public  servant  who  is  on  the  PAC  and  who  also  owns  a home 

in  that  area  and  all  he  is  looking  for  is  to  feather  his  own  nest,  and  thats  against  the  law 

Mr.  Eckrich:  Alright,  thank  you  maam. 

Alright,  may  we  have  the  next  person  who  would  care  to  make  a statement 

I'm  John  Brassier  and  I live  at  338.  Madison  Street.  I don't  think  the  site  that  was 
picked  is  a good  site.  Some  of  the  homes  in  that  area  are  good  homes.  I don't 
think  that  members  of  the  PAC  should  be  members  of  the  City  Council  too.  I don't 
think  that  people  who  are  in  the  area  picked  should  be  members  of  the  PAC  too. 

Mr.  Eckrich:  Alright,  Alright,  maybe  to  make  this  easier  so  that  everyone  can  hear 
you- -from  now  on,  when  anyone  wants  to  make  a remark,  please  come  up  to  the 
front  of  the  room.  There's  a microphone,  it's  on,  and  avail  yourself  of  that. 

Alright,  who  would  care  to  be  next.  If  we've  heard  from  those  who  were  against  this, 
let's  move  now  to  those  who  are  in  favor  of  this  project.  Let's  hear  from  them. 

You- -sir. 

Well,  the  reason  I'm  against  it  because  I don't  think  they're  spending  their  money 
in  the  right  place-in  the  places  where  they  are  needed.  There's  a lot  of  run  down 
houses  in  the  area.  I'm  not  worrying  about  my  house  cause  I don't  want  mine  torn 
down,  anyway.  The  900  block  of  Wayne  Street  is  in  pretty  bad  shape  and  the  700 
block  of  Wayne  Street  is  in  pretty  bad  shape.  Down  on  Liberty  there’s  a lot  of  old 
places  where  I think  they  should  be  and  that's  why  I'm  against  it. 

Sir,  could  I have  your  name? 

McGee.  Dewitt  McGee. 

Mr.  Eckrich:  Mr.  McGee.  Alright,  anyone  else  care  to  make  a comment?  O.K.-- 
can  we  have- -Miss,  are  you  coming  up? 

Willa  Mae  Hardin,  915  East  Wayne.  I live  in  the  900  block  of  Wayne  Street,  the  site 
they  have  picked.  In  the  last  five  or  six  years,  we  have  had  between  7 and  8 kids 
killed  in  that  vicinity,  and  I want  to  know  the  reason  why  they  would  select  this 
particular  park,  just  like  the  man  said,  between  two  highways,  and  there's  a school. 

The  kids  are  in  danger  both  ways.  No  policeman  is  there  to  escort  them  across  the 
street,  or  nothing.  Those  big  semi's  have  killed  many  kids.  Now,  I want  children 
of  my  own  and  I want  safety  for  them--better  homes  for  them,  too.  And  why  they 
would  pick  a home  that  is  up  to  date,  I guess  so  they  can  get  out  and  get  themselves  a 
fine  home  and  leave  us  still  sittin'  in  the  slums.  I would  like  to  have  those  at  this 
meeting  drive  along  and  look  at  some  of  these  homes. 
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Mr.  Eckrich:  Alright,  thank  you,  maam.  Alright,  who  would  like  to  be  next. 

You  were  explaining  why  we  were  coming  down  to  this  meeting.  What  I don't 
understand  and  I'm  trying  to  find  out  is  why  there's  sixteen  people  speaking  for  the 
black  people  of  Fort  Wayne,  least  that's  what  my  letter  saidr -which  I didn't  know 
anything  about  this  thing  myself.  The  last  three  or  four  years  I've  been  trying  to 
get  my  house  fixed  up  but  I did'nt  have  a job  or  anything  but  my  wife's  been  working 
at  Parkview  for  five  years.  I've  tried  to  move  for  the  past  three  years,  but  I 
couldn't  get  a quarter.  Now,  I'm  not  trying  to  stop  progress  from  moving  in  the 
City--if  its  good  for  the  City.  O.K.,  but  I think  there  should  be  some  kind  of  program 
for  the  black  people  who  try  to  fix  their  home  up  in  the  inner  City.  Now  I live 
in  the  1100  block  of  South  Hanna.  We  got  a lot  of  slum  landlords  there  and  they 
seem  to  get  a lot  of  slum  tenants,  too.  You  know,  the  other  day  some  guy  came  by 
and  dropped  a note  at  my  house  and  said  if  I didn't  empty  two  old  barrels  I had  at  the 
back  of  my  house  that  one  of  these  days  I was  gonna  be  fined,  and  down  the  alley 
from  me  there's  a white  couple  moved  in  there  and  they  got  a junk  yard  there.  Now 
they  come  to  me  and  tell  me  if  I don't  move  two  barrels  or  the  stuff  in  the  barrels, 

I'm  gonna  get  fined.  Another  thing,  two  people  in  the  lot  in  front  of  me,  I called 
complaining  about  them  but  they  didh\t  do  nothing.  Now,  the  lady  next  door,  she's 
a little  old  white  lady,  they  tell  her  she  should  move  out  of  the  neighborhood.  I've 
called  trying  to  get  the  people  who  own  the  lot  near  by  to  cut  the  grass,  it's  head 
high  all  the  way.  I called  the  City  and  they  want  to  know  who  own  the  land,  and  I 
said,  if  you  don't  know  who  owns  the  land  then  the  City  owns  the  land  and  the  City 
should  cut  the  grass.  This  is  the  thing- -some  of  the  problems  people  have  in  the 
inner  city.  We  can't  get  no  help  out  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne- -we  can't  get  no 
help.  I went  to  every  bank  in  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne  and  they  told  me  they  couldn't 
go  out  on  a limb.  Lady  was  going  to  sell  me  my  contract  and  give  me  a $1000  off, 
but  they  don't  care.  I said  I want  $7500  and  make  arrangements  to  pay  it  off,  but  they 
don't  care.  This  is  some  of  the  things  we  run  up  against  and  I wish  this  administration 
or  whatever  administration  is  coming  in  wouldh't  give  the  people  all  these  promises 
of  what  thdy'negoing  to  do  and  help  you  out  and  not  do  nothing  to  help  you  out.  This 
slum  landlord  next  to  me- -they  have  garbage  all  over  the  alley.  They  have  six  or 
seven  cans,  and  the  dogs  running  all  over  and  knock  them  down  and  the  wind  blows 
it  all  over  the  side  of  my  house  and  it  makes  my  house  look  bad.  I get  tired  of 
cleaning  up  the  alley  and  I say  to  hell  with  it.  The  man  never  comes  down  through 
the  street  and  clean  up  the  alley.  Now,  drive  in  the  white  neighborhoods,  and  I under- 
stand the  alleys  look  like  I-69--the're  always  going  along  cleaning  up  the  alleys.  Now 
this  is  what  I don't  like  or  understand  about  the  administration- -they  don’t  treat  the 
black  people  equal.  They  don't  do  nothing  for  us  but  give  us  a party  and  so  if  there's 
going  to  be  a lot  of  money  appropriated  for  this,  I think  there  should  be  other  money 
appropriated  for  other  things  for  us.  If  they  say  it's  going  to  help  the  City,  fine, 
but  let's  help  in  other  places,  too. 

Mr.  Eckrich:  Sir,  what  was  your  name? 

Payton  Randle. 

Mr.  Eckrich:  Alright,  who  would  care  to  be  next? 
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My  name  is  SaraHawkins.  I live  at  1112  Lewis  Street.  I don't  own  a home,  but  I 
would  like  to  own  a home.  The  house  I'm  living  in.  I'm  just  living  in  it  temporarily 
for  awhile.  I have  been  working  for  the  last  four  years  giving  my  service  to  the  poor 
and  rich  alike,  but  if  I was  living  in  a real  nice  home  like  the  City's  about  to 
have  torn  down,  then  I wouldhM  want  my  house  torn  down  if  it  was  a good  place  and 
leave  my  brothers  and  sisters  sitting  in  a slum  place,  and  I don't  think  God  would 
be  pleased  with  that.  Because,  its  just  like  some  places, in  Mississipi  and  Illinois, 
the  floods  have  destroyed  the  rich  as  well  as  the  poor.  I thought  I would  let  the 
rich  know  how  I feel--I'm  not  rich--I'm  poor.  But  still,  some  of  my  satisfaction  is 
giving  of  myself  to  the  rich  as  well  as  the  poor  in  Fort  Wayne.  I just  came  out  of 
the  hospital,  a week  ago,  for  a lower  disk  in  my  back,  will  have  to  wear  a brace  the 
rest  of  my  life.  The  Lord  will  try  to  keep  the  rich  as  well  as  the  poor  cleaned  up. 

I went  with  the  visiting  nurses  the  past  four  years  and  when  I get  straightened  up 
I can  go  back  and  give  of  myself  and  give  my  service,  because  I'm  not  a selfish  person, 
and  I think  that  if  I was  living  in  a real  nice  home,  I wouldn't  be  so  selfish  and  grab 
after  money  because  money's  going  to  be  here  when  your're  gone.  You're  going  to  get 
this  home  and  go  and  live  in  a 30  or  40  thousand  dollar  home  and  think  it's  yours, 
but  it's  just  going  to  be  lent  to  you  for  a little  while.  You  can  have  it  today  and  then 
it's  gone. 

Mr.  Eckrich:  Alright,  thank,  you.  Miss. 

My  name  is  Dale  Swank.  Before  we  go  any  further,  Mr.  Caruso,  would  you 
introduce  the  Commission. 

Anthony  Caruso:  Yes.  In  the  center,  we  have  Mr.  Donald  Eckrich,  who  is  the  President 

of  the  Commission.  At  his  immediate  left,  is  Mr.  Henry  Rood,  who  is  a member  of 

the  Commission,  and  to  Mr.  Rood's  immediate  left  is  Mrs.  Hana  Stith  who  is 

the  Secretary  of  the  Commission.  To  Mr.  Eckrich's  right,  we  have  Dallas  Smith, 

who  is  a member  of  the  Commission,  Attorney  Dave  Keller,  the  Commission's 

legal  advisor,  and  I am  Anthony  Caruso,  the  Commission's  Executive  Director. 

Dale  Swank:  Now,  Mr.  Eckrich. 

Mr.  Eckrich:  Yes,  Sir.? 

Dale  Swank:  Would  you,  for  the  record,  clarify  what  the  gentlemen  that  was  talking  before, 
he  couldn't  get  a loan  to  pay  off  his  mortgage.  A lot  of  people  were  expecting  some  low 
interest  loans  on  this  project.  I understand  this  is  not  possible. 

Mr.  Eckrich:  That's  right.  Tony,  would  you  explain  that? 

Mr.  Caruso:  Yes.  He  is  talking  specifically  about  the  Section  312  rehab  loan. 

The  moratorium  on  funding  with  respect  to  that  is  still  in  existence,  and,  as  I under- 
stand it,  will  be  for  some  time,  and  after  July  1st  of  this  year,  there  will  be  no 
funds  available  under  the  conditional  Section  312  rehab  program 


Dale  Swank:  I understand  this,  but  what  I'm  asking  is  this,  the  PACs  could  not,  if 
they  see  fit,  could  not  use  any  of  this  money  for  rehab  or  improving  any  of  the  homes. 

Mr.  Eckrich:  That  is  correct.  These  funds  can  only  be  used  for  demolition. 

Dale  Swank:  Under  the  NDP  program 

Mr.  Eckrich:  NDP.  Now,  who  would  care  to  be  next?  Who  would  like  to  speak  in 
favor  of  this  program? 

Mr.  Chairman.  I'm  Joe  Ridley,  a member  of  the  East  Central  PAC.  I would 

like  to  state  very  briefly  as  to  how  and  why  the  particular  site  was  located 

as  to  our  NDP  site  area.  We  had  to  take  into  consideration  that  we  had  X number 

of  dollars  to  work  with  and  we  felt  that  the  site  that  we  picked  was  the  most  logical  due 

to  the  following  reasons.  No.  1,  to  take  block  27  from  Washington  Street  to 

Martin  Street,  from  Harmar  Street  to  King  Street  and  by  joining  it  on  with  block 

28,  would  make  an  open  space  area  as  well  as  a play  area  for  youngsters.  There 

is  a small  park  within  the  area  and  it  would  be  completely  isolated  on  both  sides. 

We  considered  traffic  in  the  area,  we  might  add,  with  both  Washington  and  Jefferson 
Streets.  We  have  several  hundred  children  going  to  Harmar  school  daily  and  the 
accident  rate  was  very  low.  As  a matter  of  fact,  it's  an  elementary  school,  3 to  6 years. 
Then  we  proposed  the  entire  block  of  33,  bounded  on  the  left  by  Harmar  Street,  on 
the  east  by  Division,  on  the  south  by  Madison  and  on  the  north  by  Jefferson  with 
housing  put  in  there.  We  attempted  to  pick  the  site  that  we  felt  would  be  compatible  with 
the  project  that's  going  further  east- -that  would  be  compatible  with  Lincoln  Life. 

We  would  have  Lincoln  Life  to  our  east,  and  we  have  one  of  the  oldest  black  churches 
in  Fort  Wayne,  which  is  Turner  Chapel  AME  Church  on  the  corner  of  Jefferson 
Street  to  our  west,  Harmar  School  and  immediately  north  would  be  the  housing  for 
the  elderly.  It  will  give  us  a nucleus  to  work  from--from  the  800  block  east  which 
would  tie  in--this  particular  block  the  900-1000  block,  which  will  tie  in  with 
the  IDO  and  1200  block  that  is  proposed  by  Lincoln  Life.  We  are  very  enthusiastic 
about  it,  we've  given  it  a lot  of  thought,  and  a lot  of  planning.  I might  add  that 
the  Park  Board  has  given  us  the  statistics  that  they  had  in  their  master  plan  stating 
the  need  for  open  space  within  the  area  that's  south  of  Maumee,  North  of  Lewis, 

West  of  Harmar  and  East  of  McCollough  Street,  and  they  approved  the  Plan  for  the 
area  saying  that  if  this  Plan  is  proposed,  it  will  fill  a need  there  because  there  are 
2000  persons  under  12  living  in  that  area.  So  I want  to  challenge  all  the  citizens  of 
Fort  Wayne,  my  black  brothers,  my  white  brothers,  Jew,  Gentile,  Protestant  and 
Catholic,  to  put  aside  all  selfish  intersts  and  personal  gains  and  enthusiastically 
support  this  program,  urge  it's  adopted  for  the  betterment  of  the  City. 

Donald  Eckrich:  Alright,  thank  you.  Sir.  Now,  who  else  would  like  to  speak? 

My  name  is  Tom  Turner  and  I live  at  1019  Madison  Street.  I sat  here  tonight 
and  listened  to  people  complain  about  16  members  of  the  PAC  and  who  was  speaking 
for  black  people.  Now  these  blacks  who  may  be  speaking  against  16  members  of  the 
PAC  had  their  chance  to  be  members  of  the  PAC--the  same  way  I did  and  didn't  take 
advantage  of  it.  The  laws,  the  way  it  reads,  that  the  PAC  members  will  vote  on 
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the  area  selected  and  these  votes  will  be  counted  and  I was  not  a member  of  the  PAC 
to  be  able  to  vote  which  area  was  to  be  selected  for  the  site.  I went  to  one  meeting-- 
they  had  two  plans  planned- -I  wasn't  able  to  vote  and  I just  hoped  that  the  best  plan 
would  be  selected.  I happened  to  like  the  plan  that  was  selected,  but  I wasn't  able 
to  vote  on  it  because  I wasn't  a PAC  member.  Again,  I would  like  to  state  that 
anyone  who  wanted  to  become  a PAC  member  could  have  become  a PAC  member 
because  it  was  voted  on,  but  everyone  wants  to  jump  on  the  band  wagon  now,  but 
they  have  no  cry  coming  because  they  had  a chance  to  become  a member  of  the  PAC. 

Donald  Eckrich:  Alright,  thank  you  sir.  Let's  come  to  order.  Let's  set  the 
record  straight.  I think  you  have  an  opportunity  to  speak  either  for  or  against 
this.  What  one  person  says,  whether  you  agree  or  disagree  with  it,  I think 
that’s  entirely  up  to  you.  So  that  this  thing  has  order  to  it,  and  we  do  not  get  into 
a contest  with  two  factions  to  it,  I do  not  think  that's  the  perogative  or  the  intention 
of  the  Commission  to  get  into  it.  Lets,  when  you  make  your  remarks,  lets  not 
rebuttal  one's  remarks  against  the  other--that's  not  the  Commission's  perogative 
to  be  involved  in  this. 

I'm  Ida  Fowlkes.  What  I want  to  say  ls  about  the  PAC  members--when  the  PAC 
members  were  selected,  they  were  called  by  Joe  Ridley.  He  called  around  and  when 
I asked  if  open  meetings  would  be  held,  they  had  one,  and  they  had  a Plan  #1  and  a 
Plan  #2.  The  citizens  voted  for  Plan  #1,  and  at  that  time,  when  we  left,  they  said 
this  is  it,  this  is  what  we  are  going  to  do.  After  that,  they  had  this  secret  meeting 
on  May  14th  and  just  the  members  they  had  called  and  asked  to  come  came  to  this 
meeting.  I went  to  the  meeting  and  they  had  someone  at  the  door  and  they  said, 

If  you  wasn't  called,  you  can't  come  in  to  the  meeting.  And  as  a citizen  and  a taxpayer 
and  a human  being,  you  have  a right  to  go  to  the  meeting  whether  you  were  called 
or  not. 

Mr.  Eckrich:  Alright,  thank  you  maam. 

I'm  Thomas  Brown  and  I live  at  1018  Hugh  Street.  I don't  live  in  the  NDP  area,  but  I'm 
speaking  out  of  experience  as  the  past  vice-president  of  the  East  Central  Neighborhood 
Association  when  it  was  in  existence.  And  let  me  point  out  the  boundaries  of  East 
Central  Neighborhood  Association.  They  were  at  that  time  from  Calhoun  east  to 
Anthony  Blvd.  and  from  the  railroad  tracks  to  the  river.  For  years,  we  attempted 
to  initiate  code  enforcement,  oh,  at  least  10  years  ago.  That  fell  through.  Well, 

I am  for  any  Neighborhood  Development  Program  regardless  of  where  it  is  placed  in 
that  particular  area.  And  there's  not  a block  in  that  particular  area  in  those  boundaries 
that  you  can  t find  dilapidated  houses.  I would  like  to  point  up  some  of  the  statistics 
I have  available.  The  last  new  house  that  was  built  in  that  area  was  over  20 
years  ago.  That  house  still  stands  at  1613  Hugh  Street.  It  was  a slab  house  at  the  time. 
There  hasn't  been  a new  edifice  built  anywhere  between  Anthony,  the  railroad  track 
and  the  river.  As  far  as  people  calling  statistics,  and  I read  these  statistics  so  I would 
know  what  I was  talking  about,  the  PAC  was  formed  in  June  of  1972,  and  maybe,  Tony, 
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you  should  take  this  time  to  explain  what  PAC  stands  for.  It  stands  for  Project 
Area  Committee.  Any  resident  and  tenant  or  owner  in  that  particular  project  area 
can  be  a member  of  the  PAC.  Now  I speak  also  in  behalf  of  what  Tom  Turner  said.  All 
of  these  people  had  a chance.  Now,  I attempted  to  become  a member,  but  I live 
across  the  street  from  the  Project  Area  so  I wasn't  allowed  to  be  a member  of 
that  PAC  group.  Now  as  far  as  how  many  members  of  that  PAC  group  live  in  the 
chosen  area,  three  own  property  in  that  chosen  area.  Regardless  of  what  this  lady 
says  that  there  s six,  I went  to  the  records  to  actually  find  out.  Only  three  members 
live  in  that  area.  There  were  18  PAC  members,  there  were  16  present,  14  voted 
against  it,  I mean  voted  for  it,  two  abstained.  Now,  obviously,  if  there  were  only 
three  living  in  the  area,  you  can  subtract  three  from  16  and  find  where  the  rest  of  them 
live.  The  two  areas  that  were  chosen  that  there  was  some  debate  about  PAC  members 
possibly  living  in  both  of  those  areas,  regardless  in  order  to  vote,  you  have  to  live 
in  the  area  to  be  a PAC  member.  You  can  live  in  that  area  and  don't  be  a PAC 
member.  There  are  only  three  members  of  that  PAC,  like  I said,  own  property, 
and  I can  name  them.  John  Nuckols  owns  one  house.  I checked  this  out,  somebody 
said  he  owns  two  or  three,  he  owns  one  house--go  and  check  the  records.  Mrs. 
Whitehead  here,  I don't  even  know  the  lady,  owns  one  house.  J.  D.  Andrews  owns 
one  house,  and  they  are  the  only  three  members  of  that  PAC  and  I point  out  to  you 
there  are  two  absentee  landlords  between  the  boundaries  of  Pontiac  Street  and  the 
river  that  own  over  300  houses.  One  absentee  landlord  owns  one  house  in  that  area 
that  was  chosen.  One  house,  and  he  advertised  in  the  paper  the  other  day  and  he's 
renting  a 3 room  house  for  $90.  00  a month.  Now  you  don't  mean  to  tell  me  we 
don't  need  to  do  anything  about  any  area,  you  could  take  a pin  and  put  it  anywhere  in 
that  area  and  you  would  run  into  the  same  kind  of  situation.  So  I am  for  it,  I 
don't  care,  and  I know  my  house  is  worth  more  than  what  I could  get  out  of  it,  you 
could  come  and  take  my  house  if  you  wanted  to. 

Donald  Eckrich:  Thank  you,  Tom. 

I would  like  to  think--first  of  all,  I think  I had  better  mention  that  I am  Larry 
Smethers,  President  of  the  West  Central  PAC,  and  I would  like  to  think  Tom  Brown, 
who  we  just  heard  speak,  is  typical  of  the  residents  of  Fort  Wayne,  whether  it's 
East  Central  or  West  Central.  Tom  Brown  is  typical  of  a citizen  that  really  cares 
in  the  betterment  of  his  community  and  isun  fact  not  biased  to  determine 
whether  it  should  be  one  block  over  or  whether  it's  his  friend  or  another,  this  is 
totally  irrelevant.  I like  to  think  of  the  East  Central  PAC  as  established  as  the 
same  way  as  ours,  under  the  same  guidelines,  and  that  we,  as  a PAC,  are  very 
proud  of  the  plan  that  we  have  thrown  together  as  a PAC.  Sixteen  or  eighteen 
members  speaking  for  the  community  of  West  Central  and  saying  that  this  is  what 
the  people  would  really  like  to  see.  O.  K.  , this  is  one  opportunity  where  the  citizen 
himself  has  had  to  really  come  forward  and  to  establish  a plan  for  himself,  and  not 
had  a plan  pushed  upon  him  of  some  policital  type  that  they  decide  is  good  for  him. 

Now  if  some  people  have  their  way,  I'm  sure  that  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne  would 
never  receive  any  kind  of  Federal  money  of  this  type.  Unfortunately,  I think 
the  poor  people  in  East  Central  and  West  Central  are  sometimes  taken  under  the 
wing  of  these  people  and  maybe  even  encourage&to  come  forward  and  protest  when, 
in  fact,  it  may  be  a program  that  is  one  million  dollars  in  their  neighborhood- -in 
their  backyards- -that  is  going  to  make  their  neighborhood  a better  place  for  their 
children  to  play  and  actually  make  their  neighborhood  a better  place  for  their  children 


to  play  and  actually  make  their  property  more  valuable,  even  though,  in  fact,  their 
property  is  not  directly  touched.  So,  everything  I see  about  PAC  even  though  as 
Dale  Swank  mentioned,  before  we  weren't  allowed  to  use  any  of  these  funds  for  rehab. 

It  is  unfortunate,  but  it's  a fact  of  life.  We  had  to  face  it  and  we  did.  There  should 
be  money  made  available  for  low  interest  loans-for  rehabilitation  of  property.  This 
plan  isn't  one  of  that  type.  But  this  is  one  stepping  stone--one  starting  point  maybe  that 
Fort  Wayne,  working  through  its  own  citizens  can  start  planning  its  own  future, 
and  determining  that  we  in  the  central  city  have  the  ability  to  speak  as  united,  interested 
group  in  seeing  our  City,  and  I say  again  our  City,  and  underline  it  three  times, 
irregardless.  East  Central,  West  Central,  North  or  South,  the  Central  City  has  the 
same  similar  problems  anywhere  you  look.  And  this  is  a starting  point  and  I think  we 
ought  to  take  advantage  of  it  and  stop  fighting  one  another  trying  to  now,  after  the  fact, 
determine  that  one  block  is  better  than  another.  Again,  everybody  did  have  the 
opportunity,  I think  the  press  should  be  commended--the  Journal  in  particular  in  the 
stories  they  cart  ied  on  the  PAC  activities.  There  wasn't  hardly  a meeting  that 
happendd,  that  occurred,  that  wasn't  well  pbhlicized,  so  that  anybody,  any  citizen 
within  the-.area  could  have  seen  it,  could  have  been  aware  of  the  next  meeting,  could 
have  been  free  to  attend  and  express  their  opinion.  Thank  you. 

Mr.  Eckrich:  Thank  you,  Larry,  O.  K.  , who  would  like  to  be  next? 

I'm  Estella  Whitehead  at  1007  Madison.  I am  a member  of  the  PAC  and  I would 
like  to  compliment  Tom  Brown.  What  he  say  is  really  absolutely  true,  about  the 
houses.  We  do  need  better  homes,  and  I would  really  be  glad  if  they none  in  that 
area.  No.  2,  because  I don't  really  want  them  to  take  my  house,  but  if  they  take  it 
to  make  the  neighborhood  better,  then  I would  really  appreciate  it,  and  I would  be 
willing  to  give  up  my  home.  There  are  really  a lot  of  rundown  houses  and  in  every 
block,  just  like  Mr.  Brown  said.  You  can't  go  in  a house  in  a neighborhood  where 
there  are  not  rundown  houses.  So  I'll  be  willing  to  give  up  mine. 

Mr.  Eckrich:  Thank  you,  Mrs.  Whitehead. 

I am  Dave  Locker,  Vice-President  of  the  West  Central  Neighborhood  Association  and 
we  made  a resolution  the  other  night  at  our  meeting  that  it  would  be  resolved  that  the 
Association  would  back  the  Fort  Wayne  Redevelopment  Commission  and  the  West 
Central  PAC  in  regard  to  the  sites  that  have  been  chosen  and  furthermore,  back 
the  development  of  each  site,  including  the  senior  citizen's  center  on  Broadway.  I 
am  passing  this  information  at  the  request  of  the  association,  and  it  was  sent  to 
Anthony  Caruso.  And  also,  I would  like  to  comment  on  the  fact  that  the  PAC 
has  spent  an  awful  lot  of  time,  their  own  time,  getting  everything  straightened  ;but  alnd 
I think  they  did  a good  job.  Thank  you. 

Mr.  Eckrich:  Thank  you,  Dave. 

Mr.  President,  I'm  Jim  Henderson,  Vice-President  of  the  East  Central  PAC.  I'm 
also  a precinct  committeeman- -I  don't  know  what  that  means,  but  neverless,  I am 

and  I'm  very  proud  of  the  fact,  and  I say  it  humbly,  that  I'm  always  willing  to  serve 
wherever-  T f'an  whprp  i + will  holn  ti „_x  • , ... 
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would  do  would  reflect  on  the  total  community  of  Fort  Wayne,  and  I think  that 
speaks  pretty  well  for  people  who  are  selfish,  or  who  are  said  to  be  selfish.  Tom 
stirred  my  memory  when  he  talked  about  the  homes  in  this  area  and  I happened  to  remem- 
ber when  the  house  on  Hugh  Street  was  built,  because  my  father  built  that  house  and  he 
is  with  us  no  more,  but  that  is  the  only  home  between  Calhoun  and  Anthony  that 
doesn't  have  a deficiency.  It  may  have  now,  but  it's  the  only  house  between  Anthony 
and  Calhoun  that's  less  than  50  years  old.  I would  say  100  but  that  would  be  stretching 
a point.  It's  not  that  we  are  not  informed  and  that  we  permit  people  to  use  the 
intelligence  that  we  have  for  their  own  personal  gain.  Not  that  people  use  you  because 
it  doesn't  speak  well  for  you.  The  reasons  I think  that  Plan  #2  was  chosen- -in  any 
area  of  the  East  Central  Neighborhood  in  the  NDP  area  would  be  a fine  place  to  start, 
but  there  must  be  reasons  for  starting  where  you  do,  and  there  were  very  definite 
reasons  why  we  did  and  they  have  been  stated.  I would  like  to  say  a little  something, 
and  it  disturbs  me  much  to  have  to  dignify  comments  of  misinformation,  but  I think 
the  record  ought  to  be  set  straight.  I think  somehwere  in  1964  or  1965,  we  went 
around  begging  people  to  help  us  form  an  East  Central  Neighborhood  Association 
and  nobody  wanted  to  become  involved.  Not  one  person  wanted  to  become  involved. 

But  the  trouble  continued.  Maybe  some  of  these  people  were  afraid  at  the  time,  but 
we  had  a Councilman  at  the  time  who  did  not  do  a thing  about  the  1st  district.  He 
didn't  do  a thing  for  the  people  in  the  1st  district- -I  know,  I lived  there.  But  for  the 
last  12  or  13  years,  we  have  had  someone  who  cares.  He  owns  a $5000  house  and  because  o 
that  someone  doesn't  want  us  to  get  a half  a million  dollars  to  do  the  job  that  is  needed 
in  the  area.  I think  that's  pretty  small.  That's  a pretty  small  person.  You're  my 
friends  and  I love  you,  but  that's  a pretty  small  narrow  attitude.  Whether 
you're  white  or  black.  When  it  came  to  the  selection  of  the  PAC  committee,  it  was 
difficult,  a most  difficult  task.  There  is  no  time  now  to  specify  exactly  how  the 
PAC  was  supposed  to  have  been  set  up.  It  was  decided  that  the  best  way  to  begin 
was  to  have  the  precinct  committeemen,  both  Democrat  and  Republican,  a non- 
partisan situation  and  start  from  ther^.  in  selecting  the  PAC.  We  got  together  and 
added  to  the  PAC.  I feel  pretty  bad.  I think  the  members  of  the  PAC  are  to  be 
commended  for  the  long  hours,  for  the  abuse,  for  the  criticism  that  they  have 
withstood.  You  have  heard  the  remark,  "if  you  can't  stand  the  heat,  get  out  of  the 
kitchen".  PAC  members  felt  they  were  doing  something  for  their  community  and  their 
City.  Let's  stop  complaining- -lets  join  hand  in  hand  and  work  to  clear  the  whole 
east  and  west  central  city  of  it's  rubbish  and  debris  and  then  we'll  have  no  complaints. 

This  is  a good  program  and  I trust  the  Commission  to  see  through  the  present 
attitudes  that  have  been  expressed  here  this  evening.  Thank  you. 

Mr.  Eckrich:  Thank  you,  sir. 

My  name  is  Vivian  Schmidt,  and  I'm  a City  Councilwoman-at-large,  elected  in  the 
City  of  Fort  Wayne.  I voted  for  the  PAC  when  it  came  before  the  City  Council 
because  I feel  that  the  selection  of  this  area  was  the  best  of  the  areas  that  were 
presented  to  us  by  the  PAC  committee.  At  the  time  of  the  hearings  in  the  Board 
of  Works,  a month  or  two, ago,  Mr.  Wanush  of  the  City  Planning  staff  stood  up  and 
testified  that  this  was  a proper  selection  for  the  NDP  area  and  the  location  between  the 
proposed  Lincoln  Life  and  the  school  and  I feel  that  he  is  the  senior  planner  for  the 
City  of  Fort  Wayne  and  I take  his  judgement  that  this  is  a proper  site  and  I therefore 
voted  with  the  majority  of  the  City  Council  in  favor  of  this  plan.  Thank  you 


Mr.  Eckrich:  Thank  you,  Councilwoman. 

I'm  Michael  R.  Marchese,  and  I'm  here  to  represent  the  Lincoln 
Life  Improved  Housing. 

Our  plan  of  housing  rehabilitation  has  been  conceived,  is  being  carried  out,  in  such 
a way  that  it  does  not  interfere  in  any  way  with  the  NDP,  in  fact,  on  the  contrary, 
both  programs  are  complimentary  and  we  will  work  together  and  try  to  keep  in  touch 
with  the  City  administration  to  make  sure  that  that  would  be  the  case.  That's  the 
only  reason  why  I'm  here  to  make  a statement. 

Mr.  Eckrich:  Thank  you,  Mike.  Now,  this  gentleman  here. 

By  the  way,  I'm  Paul  Kelso  and  I do  not  live  in  this  area,  but  what  I wanted  to 
know  is  how  did  the  first  area- -the  one  north  of  Washington,  would  it  be  for 
low  income  housing  for  the  elderly.  Is  that  true  or  not? 

Mr.  Eckrich:  Tony,  do  you  want  to  answer  that? 

Mr.  Caruso:  First,  you  have  to  make  a distinction  between  the  two  areas  we  are 
talking  about.  The  area  you're  talking  about--on  the  north  side  of  Washington  Street-- 
that's  the  one  square  block  area,  commonly  referred  to  as  the  Harmar  Street  Project. 

The  plan  for  that  project  area  is  for  the  construction  of  housing  for  the  elderly. 

This  is  separate  from  the  NDP  Plan  for  the  East  Central  area  and  the  West  Central 
area.  This  is  two  separate  projects,  the  one  is  Harmar  Street  and  the  other  is  the 
NDP  area. 

Mr.  Eckrich:  We  did  that  one  last  week. 

Mr.  Kelsoe:  Another  thing  I would  like  to  know.  If  I were  a PAC  member  and  serving 
on  this  board--doesn't  the  Council  have  to  approve  putting  the  money  in  this  neighborhood. 

Mr.  Eckrich:  Yes--the  council,  by  virture  of  it's  approval  of  the  Neighborhood  Plan  itsel 

Mr.  Kelsoe:  The  Council  approved  this,  right? 

Mr.  Caruso:  Yes,  it  was  approved  by  the  City  Council. 

Mr.  Kelsoe:  Then,  how  could  I be  a Council  member  and  then  be  a PAC  member  also. 
And  if  I had  property  in  this  area--how  could  I be  a PAC  member  and  on  the  Council 
and  both  would  have  to  approve  money- -are  there  any  barriers  to  this  or  what? 

Mr.  Caruso:  You  have  to  keep  in  mind,  Council  function  and  the  PAC  function  are 
separate.  No.  2 --that  the  City  Council  men  have  to  live  in  the  City  by  virtue  of  the 
fact  of  being  a councilman.  The  fact  that  he  is  a member  of  the  PAC  points  up  to  the 
fact  that  he  lives  in  the  district  where  the  NDP  just  happens  to  be.  O.K.,  now, 
we  have  in  both  NDP  areas,  in  the  East  and  the  West,  a councilman  living  in 
both  areas.  In  the  West,  you  have  Councilman  Kraus  and  in  the  East,  you  have 
Councilman  Nuckols.  'Therbhe  going  to  have  to  live  somewhere  in  the  City.  It  just  so 
happens  that  we  have  two  councilmen  living  in  the  NDP  areas. 


Mr.  Kelsoe:  By  the  way,  I'm  going  to  make  some  statements  about  this.  If  a PAC 
member  is  picked,  and  like  you  said,  the  same  people  were  picked  in  this  area, 

I kinda  feel  that  the  people  picked  on  this  councilman  who  is  in  the  PAC.  There 're 
very  good  with  words,  they  have  great  education.  They  know  how  to  place  the  stuff- - 
they  know  what  to  say,  they  have  all  the  answers.  They  got  to  pick  on  and  give 
misfortune  a chance- -and  this  is  what's  the  matter  with  our  society  today. 

Mr.  Eckrich:  Let's  keep  the  comments  to  the  subject  at  hand. 

Councilman  Nuckols. 

Mr.  Nuckols:  Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen- -You  know  this  is  kinda  funny 
to  me.  I guess  I'm  supposed  to  live  in  a cave  as  a councilman.  But  I'm  glad  I did 
not  leave  the  neighborhood  that  I am  representing.  I'm  going  to  stay  in  the 
neighborhood,  still  going  to  represent  the  neighborhood,  fight  for  decent  housing. 

NDP  shouldn't  be  nothing  new  to  none  of  you.  We  have  talked  about  NDP  for  the 
last  four  or  five  years.  It's  been  on  the  tip  of  my  tongue,  NDP--NDP--NDP, 
Neighborhood  Development.  Some  of  you  are  saying  NDP  is  new --four  or  five 
years  I've  been  saying  it's  coming--one  of  these  days  and  we  finally  got  somebody 
in  to  get  Federal  money  coming  into  Fort  Wayne  so  we  could  have  a Neighborhood 
program.  Yes,  I'm  a PAC  member.  I think  I should  be,  because  the  people  I 
represent  come  to  me  to  see  what  they  are  going  to  do.  And  I think  they  have 
done  a wonderful  job--not  because  I am  in  the  area.  What  these  people  don't  know, 

Mr.  Chairman,  I'm  going  to  tell  you.  I asked  them  to  take  the  block  where  I live  out  if 
it  was  going  to  affect  the  rest  of  the  program  because  I know  they  would  be  shooting 
at  me.  They  said,  we're  going  down  together.  That's  what  they  told  me.  I'm  not 
in  this  to  hurt  anybody.  I'm  in  this  to  help  the  community.  I'm  not  going  to  run 
from  something  I've  been  for  58  years.  I'm  not  going  to  run  from  the  community. 

I'm  going  to  stay  in  my  neighborhood- -get  rid  of  the  trash--get  rid  of  the  bad  housing. 
I'm  not  going  to  run  like  some  of  the  people  do--I'm  going  to  stay  there  if  I have 
to  move  right  around  the  corner  from  where  I live.  I'm  going  to  stay  there--Oak 
Street,  Summit  Street--I'm  going  to  stay  there.  I didhU  get  up  here  to  make  those 
statements,  but  I had  to  make  them.  I have  some  letters  I would  like  to  have  a matter 
of  record.  This  letter  is  from  Congressman  Roush.  It  says.

It  is  also  part  of 
our  heritage  that  the  majority  rule.  It  would  be  a shame  for  a 
small  group  of  individuals  to  block  something  so  vital  in  the 
improvement  of  Fort  Wayne.  HUD  has  set  the  highest  of  standards 
and  it  is  my  belief  that  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne  and  the  citizens  in 
the  project  area  have  responded  in  the  best  tradition  of  this  nation.

All  these  things  have 
been  approved  by  these  bodies.  I'd  like  to  have  these  made  a matter  of  record 
and  turned  over  to  your  Commission. 

Mr.  Echrich:  That  we  will  do.  Councilman.  Thank  you.

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Mr.  Eckrich:  Councilman  Kraus,  you  have  been  trying  to  get  at  the  head  of  this 
line  for  some  time. 

Mr.  Kraus:  I think  in  addition  to  what  John  said,  I think  some  of  the  history  and 
formation  of  development  of  this  program  might  be  appropriate  now.  I think 
Larry  Smethers  can  testify  that  we  went  out  in  our  area  and  begged,  practically 
pulled  them  off  the  front  porches  and  asked  them  to  be  members  of  the  Project 
Area  Committee.  Our  Project  area  and  the  desire  for  an  NDP  was  basically  from 
the  Neighborhood  Association.  The  Neighborhood  Association  rose  years  ago 
from  people  in  the  neighborhood  wanting  to  try  to  improve  their  neighborhood. 

I think  the  big  argument  that  is  being  raised  is  not  the  argument  of  what  the 
decision  is  as  to  who  made  it.  I think  its  from  the  people  who  feel  left  out, 
to  the  people  who  feel  that  somehow,  something  is  being  done  for  them  by  some 
people  who  have  some  sort  of  break  or  in  the  know.  I think  too  often  people 
when  they  are  asked  to  join  a neighborhood  association,  they  say  "Well,  why 
should  I worry"  or  "I'm  too  busy",  or  "TheyVe  not  going  to  do  anything,  anyway" 
and  the  Neighborhood  Association  does  do  something  and  when  public  bodies,  such 
as  yourselves,  such  as  City  Council,  such  as  the  Mayor  desire  to  find  out  what's 
going  on  in  the  neighborhood,  you  can't  talk  to  30,  000  people,  as  there  are  in  my 
district,  you  have  to  talk  to  neighborhood  associations,  and  the  people  who  are 
neighborhood  associations  are  usually  on  them,  not  because  they  are  in  the  know,  or 
have  a great  position  or  have  a lot  of  money- -they  are  in  the  neighborhood  associations 
because  they  want  to  be--because  they  want  to  take  the  time  off--the  nights  they 
would  rather  be  watching  television  and  they  find  themselves  involved  in  whether  they 
are  going  to  get  a stop  light,  problems  in  the  neighborhood  with  the  kids.  So  when  the 
PAC  was  formed,  PACs  become  many  times  those  same  people  because  those  are 
the  people  because  when  somebody  wants  somebody  in  the  neighborhood  tonake  a 
decision,  these  are  the  people  who  have  taken  the  time  in  the  past,  have  had  the 
interest  in  the  past,  and  these  are  the  people  who  have  made  this  decision.  I think 
it's  a great  thing  when  people  in  the  neighborhoods  have  the  ability  to  make  a 
plan  for  their  own  neighborhood.  I'm  sure  that  Mr.  Caruso  will  testify  that  when  he 
had  a plan  that  was  designed  by  the  so-called  "professional^  that  my  neighborhood 
association,  my  PAC,  John's  PAC  we  objected  vehemently.  We  said  "This  isn't 
what  we  want"  and  within,  what,  two-three  weeks,  we  came  up  with  an  alternate 
proposal  that  was  acceptable  to  the  neighborhood.  We  had  people  who  objected  to 
ours,  as  there  are  people  who  object  to  the  plan  in  the  East  Central  Neighborhood. 

We  had  a member  resign  from  the  PAC.  We  have  one  member  who  voted  against 
the  Plan.  But  the  point  is,  the  decision  was  made  and  it  was  made  by  the  people 
who  had  chosen  to  come  forward  and  say  I will  help  make  the  decision.  People 
sometimes  confuse  input  and  decision  making.  There  is  such  a thing  as  comment, 
argument,  and  weighing,  but  when  it  boils  down  to  who  is  going  to  make  the  decision, 
input  ceases  and  decisions  have  to  be  made.  I just  want  to  take  this  opportunity 
to  thank  the  people  in  our  neighborhood,  John's  neighborhood,  for  taking  their  time 
and  have  decided  to  come  forward  and  who  I'm  sure  expected  the  heat,  and  I want  to 
thank  them  for  doing  such  a fine  job  in  both  areas. 

Mr.  Eckrich:  Thank  you.  Councilman.  This  gentleman  over  here  first. 
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I'm  from  West  Central,  and  my  name  is  Robert  Baxter.  I think  our  Councilmen 
are  doing  a good  job.  For  my  house,  I need  a low  cost  loan  because  I'm  on 
disability,  but  I can't  get  it.  But  I understand  this  program  is  supposed  to  last 
for  five  years,  am  I right?  Now  the  house  I live  in  I plan  on  moving  and  buying 
another  one.  It’s  going  to  be  torn  down.  I've  talked  with  some  people  on  the 
Council  already,  but  if  this  argument  over  what  we’re  going  to  do  with  our  money 
is  in  the  wrong  place,  you've  got  five  years--quit  arguing.  Down  here,  we  got  the  money- 
it  took  the  councilmen  to  get  it.  Sure,  I'd  like  to  have  my  sidewalk  fixed--it's 
my  responsibility  to  get  it  done,  but  I can't  afford  it.  But  it’s  down  here- -you 
got  your  money- -but  now  you're  trying  to  figure  out  what  to  do  with  it- -put  it 
here--there.  We're  all  brothers  - -let’ s put  a little  God  in  us  and  use  the 
money  where  we  re  supposed  to  like  wb’re  God. 

Mr.  Eckrich:  Alright,  thank  you.  Sir. 

My  name  is  Sim  Nelson.  I live  at  1001  E.  Berry.  I happen  to  own  a house  in 
this  area,  but  not  the  area  where  theyiie  going  to  tear  it  down  cause  if  I want  a 
better  house,  I'll  build  one,  but  we  got  some  people  in  here  who  complain 
that  in  their  area  they  can't  paint  the  house,  they  got  no  grass  in  the  yards. 

Somebody  comes  along  who  has  less  money  in  the  neighborhood  and  they  want  to 
bitch.  Now  it's  time  we  stop  bitching  among  ourselves.  If  the  white  people  had 
drawn  up  that  thing  and  tangled  it  up,  nothing  would  be  said  about  it.  Look  what 
happened  in  the  Hanna-Creighton  area.  You  got  those  so-called  religious  organiza- 
tions who  own  the  property,  won't  even  cut  the  damn  grass  around  it,  so  it's  time 
to  stop  fooling  ourselves.  It's  like  Mr.  Brown  said,  there  ain't  a damn  good  house 
in  the  whole  area.  So  you  got  to  face  the  facts.  We  got  a bunch  of  people  who 
say  they  want  to  stay  in  the  area--if  they  can't  stay  there,  it  would  be  an  asset. 

You  don't  fight  poverty- -there  are  people  who  ain't  got  a dime --now  somebody 
wants  to  come  and  spend  some  money  in  the  area.  I don't  care  where  you  go, 
somebody's  house,  whether  they  be  white,  black,  blue  grey,  will  be  taken.  Here's 
Councilman  Nuckol  s house.  He's  been  representing  us,  and  you  come  here 
and  make  him  look  like  a damn  fool.  If  it  had  been  one  of  those  Councilmen  on  the 
Baer  Field  throughway,  you  wouldn't  have  said  anything  about  it.  Let's  give 
this  man  some  credit- -that  he's  putting  in  his  time  down  there  on  the  City  Council 
representing  this  district.  I think  he's  good.  I don't  care  if  they  are  taking  his 
block  where  his  house  is.  I say  lets  take  the  God  Damn  money,  quit  our  bitching, 
and  do  what  we  can  with  it. 

Mr.  Eckrich:  Alright,  is  there  any  further  comment. 

Mr.  Chairman,  my  name  is  Bob  Wagner.  I live  in  the  Rockhill  section  of  the 
West  Central  Neighborhood  and  I agree  wholeheartedly  with  a lot  of  the  last 
comments  that  were  just  made.  There  has  been  a lot  of  hard  work  in  these 
plans  that  have  come  up--both  East  and  West.  I find  in  my  work  that  sometimes 
bitching  is  misunderstanding.  I have  found  in  the  past  few  weeks,  Ive  gotten  several 
phone  calls  at  my  home  from  people  who  are  involved  in  the  area  in  West  Central 
that  is  to  be  torn  down  and  they  would  like  to  know  what's  happening- -what  is  going 

to  happen.  I think  w'e  need  to  explain  and  help  these  people  who  are  in  the  area 


that's  involved  to  make  them  understand.  Show  them  that  we  want  to  help  them. 

Maybe  they’re  not  bitching,  maybe  they  just  don't  understand.  Let's  give  them 
a good  strong  helping  hand  and  make  it  an  understanding  project  instead  of  a 
bitching. 

Oale  Swank:  Mr.  Chairman,  I'm  the  member  of  the  West  Central  who  voted 
against  it.  I am  prepared  to  ask  you  people  to  approve  it  if  you  can  give  me  some 
assurances  that  page  17 --do  you  have  a copy  of  the  plan  in  front  of  you --there  is 
a provision  for  making  changes  in  this  plan.  The  Redevelopment  Commission  can 
make  changes  anytime  they  see  fit,  as  I understand  it,  by  a resolution  of  the 
Commission. 

Mr.  Eckrich:  You  are  asking  or  you  are  saying? 

Mr.  Swank:  This  is  my  understanding.  The  way  it  is  written. 

Mr.  Caruso:  Yes,  that  is  correct. 

Mr.  Swank:  Are  you  prepared  to  make  the  citizens  of  this  town- -you  will  not  make 
any  changes  without  the  written  approval  of  both  PACs--may  I have  this  assurance. 

Mr.  Caruso:  I think  that's  safe  to  say-- 

Mr.  Swank:  I'm  asking  the  Commission  as  individuals,  if  you  will  all  give  me  this 
assurance. 

Mr.  Caruso:  Let  me  just  explain,  what  you're  putting  forth  and  what  the  powers  are 
as  a Commission,  and  they  can  make  their  own  answer  in  respect  to  the  question. 

The  point  is  the  plan  is  written  so  that  HUD  in  their  review  of  the  Plan  will  look 
to  the  Redevelopment  Commission  in  respect  to  any  changes  to  the  Plan.  Now  I 
think  it's  safe  to  say,  given  the  Commission's  position,  that  to  having  the  PACs  approve 
a plan  for  their  own  area,  that  they  would  consider  a change  only  if  and  when  the 
PACs  desire  a change. 

Mr.  Swank:  Would  you  repeat  that,  Tony? 

Mr.  Caruso:  What  I'm  saying  to  you  briefly  is  that  before  the  Commission  makes  a 
change  to  the  Plan,  they  would  go  through  the  same  process  that  they  went  through  to 
get  an  original  Plan  approved,  and  the  process  would  include  the  PAC  approval  of 
any  changes. 

Mr.  Swank:  Are  you  telling  me  using  the  Proclaimer  concept,  it  will  not  be  used 
in  this  Plan? 

Mr.  Caruso:  I didh't  mention  anything  about  the  Proclaimer  concept.  What  I am 
saying--did  you  ask  the  question,  if,  in  fact,  the  PACs  would  have  an  input  with  respect 
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a minor  change  or  any  change  to  a Plan,  and  I'm  saying  to  you.  I'm  sure  the 
Commission  would  consider  the  same  procedures  that  they  considered  prior 
to  approving  the  plan,  that  is,  getting  PAC  input. 

Mr.  Swank:  O.K.,  now  Mr.  Eckrich,  would  you  answer  my  question?  Would 
you  people  not  pass  any  resolutions  without  the  written  approval  from  the  PACs-- 
yes  or  no. 

Mr.  Eckrich:  I'm  saying,  the  way  it's  structured  we  cannot  make  any  changes  without 
the  inputs  from  the  PAC. 

Mr.  Caruso:  In  other  words,  what  the  President  is  saying  is,  in  fact,  that  the 
Redevelopment  Commission  will  not  make  a change  to  the  Plan  without  talking  it 
over  with  the  PAC  and  getting  their  concurrence  of  the  change. 

Mr.  Rood:  I would  like  to  speak  as  a member  of  the  Commission.  If  we  are  merely 
a rubber  stamp,  I'm  going  to  turn  in  my  badge  right  now.  I think  the  whole  purpose 
of  the  PAC  and  Commission  is  to  get  both  sides,  is  to  get  a picture  of 
the  whole  community.  We  need  PAC  input,  and  in  these  instances,  we  accepted 
the  PAC  recommendations  as  they  were  given.  Now,  I think  as  a member  of  the 
Commission,  I have  ra:>  choice.  I wouldn't  be  sitting  here  if  we  said  we  turn  it 
completely  over  to  the  PACs.  You  wouldn't  need  a Commission  at  all.  No,  I 
agree  completely  with  what  is  said,  we  should  ask  the  PACs  for  their  recommendation, 
take  that  very  seriously  into  consideration,  but  I think  we  have  to  have  the  final 
responsibility  for  negating  or  not  negating.  We  have  to  have  an  equal  showing  with 
input  by  both  PACs,  and  in  all  likelihood,  we  would  do  the  same  thing  again,  but 
I for  one  am  not  going  to  say  that  I'm  going  to  accept  just  any  resolution  or  any 
recommendation  that  comes  in  from  the  PACs  and  have  no  choice  at  all  in  voting  on  it. 

Mr.  Swank:  Sir,  this  isn't  what  I'm  saying- -what  I'm  saying  is,  you  will  not  pass 
on  it  without  asking  for  approval  on  it  and  receiving  it. 

Mr.  Rood:  I'm  not  saying,  asking  for  your  approval,  but  asking  for  your  recommendations 
Tony,  do  we  have  any  time  problems?  As  you  know,  I have  been  unhappy  with 
the  way  this  time  pressures  that  were  put  on  us  by  HUD.  I'm  not  saying  there 
was  the  opportunity  for  the  PACs  to  give  all  the  time  and  consideration  that  they  should 
have,  perhaps.  There  was  certainly  no  opportunity  for  the  PACs  and  the  Commission 
to  sit  down  and  say  "is  this  the  best  situation  that  we  could  find".  Because  of  the  time 
pressures  and  the  fact  that  we  were  going  to  lose  this  completely  if  we  didn't  have  it 
in  to  HUD  by  April  1st,  we  had  to  move  fast.  You  had  to  come  up  with  a Plan.  We 
really  had  no  choice  but  to  say  yes  to  it.  It  is  a good  Plan.  I'm  fully  prepared  to 
support  it,  but  I would  not  want  to  say  myself  that  I would  support  everything  that 
was  brought  in  by  the  PACs.  Unless  there  is  a time  problem.  I'm  not  sure  whether 
somethng  so  trivial  that  we  shouldn't  take  the  time,  or  what  the  problem  is.  HUD 
puts  a time  schedule  on  us  that  we  have  to  something  in  30  days  or  we  lose  the  whole  thing 
and  the  PACs  can't  get  together  to  give  us  an  answer  by  that  date,  then  I think  we  have 
to  take  the  responsibility  and  this  is  why  I say  we  cannot  turn  that  responsibility  over 
to  you.  I am  perfectly  willing  to  say  that  if  we  can  and  it's  practical,  in  by  that 

I think  may  be  it  will  be  100%  of  the  time,  then  we  will  ask  PAC  for  it's  recommendations 


and  presumedly  would  accept  them.  Does  that  satisfy  you? 

Mr.  Swank:  Yes. 

Mr.  Chairman,  members  of  the  Commission.  I am  Jerry  Boswell,  chairman  of 
the  Board  of  Works,  Vice-chairman  of  the  Coordinating  Council,  member  of  the 
Plan  Commission.  The  latter  two  organizations  took  official  action  on  the  NDP 
plans  and  approved  them.  First  Pd  like  to  say  that  the  members  of  the  Board 
of  Public  Works  heartedly  endorse  the  NDP  plans  and  are  prepared  to  support  each  of 
the  plans  in  several  ways,  which  we  will  be  called  upon  to  do  in  the  way  of 
utility,  street,  road  improvements,  sidewalks,  etc.  Secondly,  the  City  Plan 
Commission  approved  the  NDP  plans  and  found  them  not  to  be  inconsistent 
with  good  community  planning.  Three  Rivers  Coordinating  Council  also  approved 
the  NDP  plan  and  found  them  to  be  consistent  with  good  community  planning, 
and  not  to  be  redundant  financing  or  community  planning.  So  I would  encourage 
you  to  pass  this  plan,  and  the  community  to  get  along  with  a better  community,  both 
east  and  west.  Thank  you. 

Mr.  Eckrich:  Thank  you  Jerry. 

My  name  is  Larry  Williams.  I live  at  817  Wayne  Street,  and  this  is  a petition  I 
would  like  to  read  to  you.  These  are  all  the  people  that  oppose  what  is  happening. 

We,  the  undersigned,  being  residents  of  the  East  Central  area  of 
Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  hereby  protest  to  the’ decision  of  the  PAC  and  at 
it's  meeting  held  on  March  14,  1973,  with  respect  to  the  location  of 
the  Neighborhood  Development  Program,  therein  decided  upon  and 
state  that  the  use  of  funds  in  this  location  does  not  serve  the  public 
interest.  The  said  funds  could  be  better  used  elsewhere  in  the 
East  Central  area  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana.  We  further  respectfully 
request  that  this  petition  be  presented  at  a public  hearing  of  the 
Fort  Wayne  Redevelopment  Commission. 

I would  like  to  submit  this. 

Mr.  Eckrich:  Alright,  why  don't  you  give  that  to  Mary  Beth.  Thank  you.  Counsel  or 
Tony,  the  Commission  will  shortly  be  voting  on  this.  There  are  tcwo  sides 
here.  What  is  the  perogative  or  recourse  for  those  who  disagree  with  the 
Commission's  action  here  tonight? 

Mr.  Keller:  They  can  file  a remonstrance-they  have  10  days  to  file  a remonstrance 
against  any  action  taken  tonight,  in  court. 

Mr.  Eckrich:  Alright,  if  they  disagree  with  the  action  taken  by  the  Committee,  then 
that's  their  recourse. 

Mr.  Keller:  Yes.

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Mr  Keller:  The  only  issue  that  will  be  open  in  the  field  to  the  courts  is  w ouiO  oe 
the  question  as  to  whether  the  proposed  project  will  be  of  public  utility  and  benefit. 
In  other  words,  a question  as  to  whether  a more  desirable  project  would  be 
found  would  not  be  open  as  a recourse.  It  is  simply  whether  the  project  that  is 
approved  is  of  public  utility  and  benefit. 


Mr.  Eckrich:  Alright,  O.  Rh  Thank  you  Dave.  Are  there  any  further  comments. 

Alright,  if  ndt,  I would  like  to  ask  the  Commissioners  if  they  have  anything  to 
say,  and  if  not,  I then  would  like  to  entertain  a motion  that  we  either  accept  or  deny 
this  approval.  I would  like  counsel  to  read  the  Resolution  as  it  would  be  proposed, 
can  you  do  that,  Dave?

I am  responding  in  answer  to  inquiry  by  John  Nuckols  concerning 
East  Central  Neighborhood  Development  Plan. 

The  East  Central  area  in  question  lies  adjacent  to  two  areas  in 
need  of  block  parks  as  defined  in  the  information  gathered  to  date  on 
the  Park  Master  Plan.  A need  for  a five  acre  block  park  is  proposed 
for  an  area  south  of  Maumee,  north  of  Eliza,  east  of  Harmar  and  west 
of  McCulloch.  The  area  proposed  by  the  East  Central  PAC  would  fill  the 
void  for  open  space  in  that  neighborhood.  In  this  area,  census  tract  14, 
there  are  2,201  individuals  under  20.  Although  block  park  usage  is  by  no 
means  restricted  to  this  age  group,  it  most  definitely  serves  them  the 
most.  It  has  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Park  Department  that 
Hanna  Homestead  Park  cannot  sufficiently  meet  the  needs  of  so  many  demand 
ing  open  space  in  this  area. 

The  other  area  in  question  is  adjacent  to  a need  area  also  defined 
in  the  Master  Plan  information.  The  Plan  proposes  a three  acre  site  in 
the  neighborhood  bordered  by  Jefferson  on  the  north,  Douglas  on  the  south 
east  of  Clay  Street  and  West  of  Harmar  Street.  This  area,  located  in 
census  tract  13,  shows  a dense  population  of  all  age  groups  and  no  park 
of  over  an  acre  in  size  to  accomodate  their  recreation  needs.  The  imple- 
mentation of  the  recommendations  of  the  PAC  would  alleviate  this  open 
space  problem.

by  the  Governing  Body  of  the  Local  Public  Agency,  as  evidenced 
by  the  copy  of  said  Body's  duly  certified  resolution  approving 
the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  which  is  attached  thereto;  and

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WHEREAS,  a general  plan  has  been  prepared  and  is 
recognized  and  used  as  a guide  for  the  general  development 
of  the  Locality  as  a whole;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  City  Plan  Commission,  which  is  the  duly 
designated  and  acting  official  planning  body  for  the  Locality, 
has  submitted  to  the  Governing  Body  its  report  and  recommenda- 
tions respecting  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  for  the  urban  renewal 
areas  comprising  the  Program  and  has  certified  that  the  Urban 
Renewal  Plan  conforms  to  the  general  plan  for  the  Locality  as 
a whole,  and  the  Governing  Body  has  duly  considered  the  report, 
recommendations,  and  certification  of  the  planning  body;  and 
WHEREAS,  the  Local  Public  Agency  has  prepared  and 
submitted  a program  for  the  relocation  of  individuals  and 
families  that  may  be  displaced  as  a result  of  carrying  out  the 
Program  in  accordance  with  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan;  and 
WHEREAS,  there  have  also  been  presented  to  the 
Governing  Body  information  and  data  respecting  the  relocation 
program  which  has  been  prepared  by  the  Local  Public  Agency 
as  a result  of  studies,  surveys,  and  inspections  in  the  areas 
comprising  the  program  and  the  assembling  and  analysis  of  the

data  and  information  obtained  from  such  studies,  surveys,  and 
inspections;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  members  of  the  Governing  Body  have 
general  knowledge  of  the  conditions  prevailing  in  the  urban 
renewal  area  and  of  the  availability  of  proper  housing  in  the 
Locality  for  the  relocation  of  individuals  and  families  that 
may  be  displaced  by  the  Program  and,  in  the  light  of  such 
knowledge  of  local  housing  conditions,  have  carefully  considered 
and  reviewed  such  proposals  for  relocation;  and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  necessary  that  the  Governing  Body 
take  appropriate  official  action  respecting  the  relocation 
program  and  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  for  the  Program,  in 
conformity  with  the  contract  for  financial  assistance  between 
the  Local  Public  Agency  and  the  United  States  of  America,

WHEREAS,  the  Governing  Body  is  cognizant  of  the 
conditions  that  are  imposed  in  the  undertaking  and  carrying 
out  of  urban  renewal  activities  and  undertaking  with  Federal 
financial  assistance  under  Title  I,  including  those  prohibiting 
discrimination  because  of  race,  color,  creed,  or  national 
origin; 

NOW  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  BY  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL 
OF  THE  CITY  OF  FORT  WAYNE,  INDIANA; 

1.  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined  that  the 
urban  renewal  areas  comprising  the  Program  are  blighted  and 
deteriorated  areas  and  qualify  as  eligible  areas  under  Redevelop- 
ment of  Cities  and  Towns  Act  of  1953  (Chapter  176  of  the  Acts 

of  1953  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  as 
Amended  and  Supplemented) . 

2.  That  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  for  the  Program, 
having  been  duly  reviewed  and  considered,  is  hereby  approved, 
and  the  Executive  Director  be  and  is  hereby  directed  to  file 
said  copy  of  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  with  the  minutes  of  this 
meeting . 

3.  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined  that  where 
clearance  is  proposed  that  the  objectives  of  the  Urban  Renewal 
Plan  cannot  be  achieved  through  rehabilitation  of  the  portions 
of  the  urban  renewal  areas  comprising  the  Program. 

4.  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined  that  the 
Urban  Renewal  Plan  for  the  Program  conforms  to  the  general  plan 
of  the  Locality. 

5.  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined  that  the 
financial  aid  to  be  provided  pursuant  to  the  contract  ror 
Federal  financial  assistance  pertaining  to  the  Program  is 
necessary  to  enable  the  Program  to  be  undertaken  in  accordance 
with  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  for  the  areas  comprising  the 
Program. 
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6.  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined  that  the 
Urban  Renewal  Plan  for  the  urban  renewal  areas  comprising  the 
Program  will  afford  maximum  opportunity,  consistent  with  the 
sound  needs  of  the  Locality  as  a whole,  for  the  renewal  of 
the  areas  by  private  enterprise. 

7.  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined  that  the 
Urban  Renewal  Plan  for  the  urban  renewal  areas  gives  due 
consideration  to  the  provision  of  adequate  park  and  recreational 
areas  and  facilities,  as  may  be  desirable  for  neighborhood 
improvement,  with  special  consideration  for  the  health, 
safety,  and  welfare  of  children  residing  in  the  general  vicinity 
of  the  sites  covered  by  the  Plan. 

8.  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined  that  the 
Program  for  the  proper  relocation  of  individuals  and  families 
displaced  in  carrying  out  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  is  decent, 
safe,  and  sanitary  dwellings  in  conformity  with  acceptable 
standards  is  feasible  and  can  be  reasonably  and  timely  effected 
to  permit  the  proper  prosecution  and  completion  of  the  Plan; 
and  that  such  dwellings  or  dwelling  units  available  or  to  be 
made  available  to  such  displaced  individuals  and  families  are 
at  least  equal  in  number  to  the  number  of  displaced  individuals 
and  families,  are  not  generally  less  desirable  in  regard  to 
public  utilities  and  public  and  commercial  facilities  than 

the  dwellings  of  the  displaced  individuals  and  families  in  the 
areas  comprising  the  Program,  are  available  at  rents  or  prices 
within  the  financial  means  of  the  displaced  individuals  and

families,  and  are  reasonably  accessible  to  their  places  of 
employment . 

9.  That,  in  order  to  implement  and  facilitate  the 
effectuation  of  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  hereby  approved,  it  is 
found  and  determined  that  certain  official  action  must  be

taken  by  this  Body  with  reference,  among  other  things,  to 
changes  in  zoning,  the  vacating  and  removal  of  streets, 
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alleys,  and  other  public  ways,  the  establishment  of  new 
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street  patterns,  the  location  and  relocation  of  sewer  and  water 
mains  and  other  public  facilities,  and  other  public  action  and, 
accordingly,  this  Body  hereby  (a)  pledges  its  cooperation  in 
helping  to  carry  out  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan,  (b)  requests 
the  various  officials,  departments,  boards,  and  agencies  of  the 
Locality  having  administrative  responsibilities  in  the  premises 


likewise  to  cooperate  to  such  end  and  to  exercise  their 
respective  functions  and  powers  in  a manner  consistent  with 
the  Urban  Renewal  Plan,  and  (c)  stands  ready  to  consider  to 
take  appropriate  action  upon  proposals  and  measures  designed 
to  effectuate  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan. 

10.  That  financial  assistance  under  the  provisions 
of  Title  I of  the  Housing  Act  of  1949,  as  amended,  is  necessary 
to  enable  the  land  in  the  areas  comprising  the  Program  to  be 
renewed  in  accordance  with  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  for  the 


Program,  and  accordingly,  the  proposed  Program  and  the  annual 
increment  are  approved  and  the  Local  Public  Agency  is  authorized 
to  file  an  application  for  financial  assistance  under  Title  I.
